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Teachers Ratify 
8% Salary Hike 
After 'Freeze'

Teachers In High School Dist. 214 have 


ratified • salary package which will give 
them an 8 per cent average salary in- 
crease this year once the wage-price 
freeze is lifted. 


Teacher association members voted 


Wednesday 327 to 108 to accept the pack- 
age. The matter must now go to the 
board of education for approval before it 
can go into effect. 


Starting salary for beginning teachers 


with a bachelor's degree will be $8,300, a 
3.7S per cent increase over last year's 
beginning salary of $8,000. The new be- 
ginning salary is the same given to High 
School Dist. 211 teachers earlier this 
summer. 


B o t h administrators and teachers 


praised the "high professional tone" of 
negotiations this year. 


RICHARD CHIERICO, education assn. 


president, called the negotiations a good 
example for other districts throughout 
the state to follow: "It was a difficult 
time to be negotiating, but I think the 
interest of all parties prevailed, in- 
cluding the public." 


Chierico said he would have a state- 


ment after the board considers the pack- 
age Monday night. 


Steve Berry, assistant to the superin- 


tendent who has worked on negotiations, 
said he was pleased with the teachers' 
association efforts to stay at the negotiat- 
ing table until a package was acceptable. 


"We were not under any type of threat 


of strike and I was very pleased with the 
way negotiations went," Berry said. 


THE PACKAGE the teachers approved 


includes a 3.75 per cent increase in sti- 
pends for extra-curricular work, an un- 
proved insurance package with optional 
life insurance and comprehensive cov- 
erage for dental care, and a sick leave 
bank. 


With the sick leave hank, teachers will 


receive 14 sick days, one less day than 
last year with the extra day being put 
into a bank. Any teacher who uses up his 
sick leave can draw on the bank for ex- 
tra days. With more than 1,000 employes, 
the sick leave bank will start out with 
1,000 sick days. Another 1,000 will be 
added each year for three years, and the 
bank will be maintained at 3,000 days af- 
ter that. 


Teachers new to the district will get 10 


years credit for previous experience if 
the board approves the package. Last 
year they received nine. The experience 
level will increase one year each year 
until an incoming teacher with experi- 
ence can get IS years credit for experi- 
ence outside the district. 


Another educational level has been 


added to the salary scale for teachers 
with a master's degree plus 60 hours. Be- 
fore, the educational level stopped at a 
master's degree plus 30 hours of credit. 


Though district administrators have 


not yet determined the exact cost of the 
1971-72 teacher salary package, Robert 
Weber, assistant superintendent for busi- 
ness services, estimated the salary pack- 
age win increase the teacher payroll by 
about five per cent. 


"It appears that we will be within our 


gadget with the package, but it is hard to 
determine what the actual cost will be," 
Weber said. 


An $11.6 million teacher salary budget 


has been set up for the 1971-72 school 
year. Last year $10.6 million was budg- 
eted, giving the district a total teacher 
salary increase of about 14 per cent. 
Nine per cent is for growth in the num- 
ber of teachers in the district. 


Teachers are the first group of Dist. 


214 employes to settle negotiations. Cus- 
todians and clerical workers are also 
negotiating for pay raises this year. 


Enrollment Under Guess 


Final enrollment may not reach the ex- 


pected level in Elk Grove Township Ele- 
mentary Dist. 59 this year. 


In a report to the board Tuesday, Supt. 


James Erviti said a first day head-count 
made by administrators showed 11,497 
students in attendance, an increase of 197 
over last year. 


However, Erviti said, enrollments in 


the middle grades (third, fourth, fifth 
and sixth), have not been as high as the 
district projected, and as a result, the 
district may not have the increase of 400 
students as originally planned. 


Last year the district had a total en- 


rollment of about 11,600. District officials 
had been counting on an enrollment of 
nearly 112,000 this year. 


The projections seem to be off in the 


middle grades "for no good reason," Er- 
viti said. 


THE DISTRICT must show an enroll- 


ment growth rate of at least two per cent 
in order to qualify for extra state aid 


received under an amended state aid 
claim. The district has already budgeted 
for the money, amounting to about 
$250,000. 


The district will learn whether it will 


qualify for the claim as soon as the aver- 
age daily attendance for the month of 
September is figured, according to Ar- 
thur Perry, assistant superintendent for 
administration. 


Erviti also reported on the opening of 


school in general, saying, although there 
was some mix-up on buses, "it was a 
picture of routine, and that's good." 


In other action, the board agreed build- 


ing-use fees will now be charged, based 
on the rates from last year, $4 per hour 
on weekdays and $6 per hour on week-

When Elk'Grove Village began, it was 


one of the best planned communities 
around, but Joe Kesler hopes it doesn't 
rest on its laurels. 


Kesler, village planner for Arlington 


Heights and a resident of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage since 1956, looks at his hometown 
through the eye of the professional — a 
view he admits is different from the one 
most residents bring to a community. 


"A person moves from Chicago and 


has curvilinear streets and a single-fami- 
ly house and it's paradise, but as a plan- 
ner I say, my God, I wish we'd done bet- 
ter," he said. 


"Better" for Kesler is a town designed 


on the "new town" concept, with housing 
units in clusters facing parks and open 
space, foot and bicycle paths separated 
from auto traffic and stores and services 
within convenient walking distance. 


"NEW TOWNS" have been built in 


various parts of the country and Kesler 
recently visited Columbia, Md., designed 
with the concept in mind. 


"New towns are not an experiment 


anymore. Every community should be 
formed of neighborhood clusters," he 
said. 


A native of Poland, Kesler was a plan- 


ner for the City of Chicago when he 
moved to 533 Edgewood Ln. 


He did volunteer work for the newly 


forming village government and said he 


developed great respect for the Dallas, 
Tex., firm that did the original Elk 
Grove Village plan. 


"At that time nobody was thinking of a 


new town concept and this was the best 
plan around," he said. 


The best concept embodied in Elk 


Grove was the idea to make half the 
town industrial so it would have a strong 
tax base. 


"This is what gives Elk Grove the big 


advantage over other towns. Some day 
you'll see the .tax rate two or three times 
higher in communities without industry." 


KESLER, WHO has a four-man plan- 


ning staff in Arlington Heights, hopes to 
use "new town" concepts to his master 
plan for that village. 


"I don't intend to do a conventional 


master plan for Arlington Heights," he 
said. "Maybe we can superimpose new 


town plans on what we already have." 


Elk Grove, he said, has many opportu- 


nities that are no longer available to Ar- 
lington Heights, because it still has va- 
cant land awaiting development. 


Particularly important, he said, is the 


land owned by Centex Corp. west of 111. 
Rte. 53, where a designer could create 
"a mini-new town" if he were so in- 
clined. 


The important thing for Elk Grove and 


all communities, he said, is to get in- 
volved with long-range planning and 
to break the mold of the past. 


"I hope Elk Grove doesn't continue 


the same pattern they have," he said. 
"It was good, but planning has come a 
long way since then. It was a new town 
in 1956, but it's not a new town any- 
more."

Liquid Fertilizer 
Potential Shown

Liquid fertilizer works. In a display at 


the Metropolitan Sanitary District 
(MSD), two stalks of corn indicated the 
potential of liquid fertilizer on strip-min- 
. ed land. 


One stalk, planted in soil with the 


treated waste fertilizer, measured eight 
feet eight inches tall, and bore ripe ears 
of corn. The other, which was planted at 
the same time in nearby unfertilized soil 
was little more than three feet tall and 
had no ears. 


The corn came from an experimental 


farm plot in Fulton County (Illinois) 
wwre the MSD has purchased some 
7.000 acres of stria-mined and marginal 
land for reclamation. 


Treated sludge is shipped by barge 


f r o m the District's West-Southwest 
Treatment Plant to Fulton County where 
it is used tor liquid fertilizer. The re- 
claimed land will be used for farming, 
recreation, wildlife preservation and 
sentence-education programs. 


Extensive research at various ex- 


perimental farms with the cooperation of 
the University of Illinois and federal and 
state agencies has shown the liquid fer- 
tilizer to have no harmful effects on 
plant, animal or water life and actually 
proves beneficial to nutrient poor soil as 
well as providing a major market for the 
MSD's treated waste.

Kaplan argued several points hi his at- 


tempt to save the doctor's license, at 
least temporarily. 


He said the examining board should 


have granted a requested continuance 
until the criminal proceedings against 
the doctor had been resolved. He also 
claimed no expert witnesses had testified 
the doctor had not given the proper 


treatment to the women who made the 
complaints. 


Among other arguments, Kaplan con- 


tended the statute by which the doctor's 
license was revoked was vague and un- 
constitutional and that the doctor will be 
financially damaged if he is forced to 
stop his practice. 


Genis and Edward Price, chief attor- 


ney for the state agency, did not agree, 
however, when the doctor will have to 
stop practicing medicine. 


PRICE SAID HE feels the doctor could 


continue until his license is actually con- 
fiscated — probably sometime within the 
next few days. 


Genis said yesterday, however, "It is 


my interpretation it took effect the mo- 
ment Judge Egan signed the order — 
about 11:30 a.m. Friday." 


Genis said the administrative review is 


scheduled to go to trial in Judge Egan's 
court Oct. 13. 


Dr. Middleton is next scheduled to ap- 


pear hi the Criminal Courts Building 
Sept. 16 on charges of aggravated bat- 
tery and deviate sexual assault. 


The doctor, who is also facing federal 


charges of illegal possession of ex- 
plosives, is scheduled to appear Sept. 28 
in a federal court to face those charges.

Bill Lets Counties 
Demolish Buildings 


Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie has approved 


legislation permitting counties with pub- 
lic health departments to repair or dec 
molish unsafe or abandoned buildings 
within its cities, villages or towns of un- 
der 50,000 population. The new law (Sen- 
ate Bills 920 and 921) does not apply to 
home rule units. 


The governor also approved SB 471, 


clarifying the application of amendments 
to the pension code, and returned SB 710, 
which would credit certain junior college 
work toward the experience required to 
be a licensed land surveyor. 


In his return message, the governor 


said he agreed with the intent of the bill, 
but recommended changing the language 
to specifically require course work in 
civil engineering or land surveying. 


To date the governor has approved 


1,399 bills, vetoed 76, vetoed in part five, 
reduced appropriations in eight, reduced 
appropriations and vetoed in part four 
and returned 14.

Board Seeks To Make

The Elk Grove Village Board voted 


Tuesday to direct its attorney to prepare 
an ordinance making Touhy Avenue a 
one-way street between Nicholas and 
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Lively boulevards in Centex Industrial 
Park 


Touhy will become an eastbound thor- 


oughfare from Busse Road (Illinois Rte. 
83) to Nicholas Boulevard and a west- 
bound thoroughfare from Busse Road to 
Lively Boulevard. 


The board took the action because of

The Suburban 
National Bank under construction near 
the site, plans to use the sales office for 
temporary quarters for six months. 


Atty. Edward Hofert reported that the

serves, which is sending 25 men to aid in 
controlling the cars expected to bring an 
estimated 75,000 persons to the mall to- 
day.

Fire Pact Offer Is Approved 


An offer to extend fire protection con- 


tracts at the rate of $84 a year to proper- 
ty owners in the Forest View subdivision 
was approved unanimously Tuesday by 
the Elk Grove Village Board. 


The board agreed to notify owners in a 


letter requesting that they either respond 
by Nov. 1 or be without fire protection 
and ambulance service. There are more 
than 115 homes in the subdivision. 


After Nov.-l the village fire depart- 


ment will answer fire calls to only those 
homes in the unincorporated subdivision 
that have a fire protection contract with 
the municipality. 


Emergency fire calls will continue to 


be answered for homeowners who do not 
have a contract with the village. How- 
ever, Trustee Edward Kenna said it is 
the intent of the action to save lives but 
not property of residents who do not 
have a contract. 


IN ADDITION, Kenna said the fire de- 


partment would not provide ambulance 
service to homeowners not under con- 
tract. He said they would have to resort 
to private ambulance service. 


The action by the village board is the 


latest in several previous attempts to get 
the homeowners to pay the municipality 
for fire protection and ambulance ser- 
vice. 


In the past, homeowners have nego- 


tiated a fire protection contract with the 
municipality through the Forest View 
Homeowners Association. The last con- 
tract, however, expired Feb. 28, 1970, 
and was not renewed when the village 
agreed to increase the association's con- 
tract from $3,300 to $11,000 a year. The 
increase was based on the cost of the 


services recommended by Fire Chief Al- 
len Hulett. 


In an effort to settle the controversy 


over fire protection, the homeowners as- 
sociation decided last year to annex to 
the municipality. The municipality ex- 
tended fire protection to the homeowners 
during the annexation proceedings but 
annexation failed when Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Harry Comerford ruled 
the annexation petition did not represent 
50 per cent of the land area in the 90- 
acre subdivision. 


At the homeowners association meet- 


ing in May, they voted to solicit funds 
among homeowners in an attempt to pay 
for another contract.

While waiting for Gardiner, Waltman 


said, they watched a harried worker go 


Fire Destroys Two Palatine Stores

An early morning fire destroyed two 


stores in downtown Palatine Wednesday 
and damaged three others under the 
same roof 


No one was in any of the stores at the 


time of the fire, and no passersby or fire- 
men were injured by the fire or the ex- 
plosion of glass that preceded the fire. 


Palatine Fire Chief Orville Helms esti- 


mated damage to the stores at "more 
than $100,000." 


Accoridng to Helms, the fire started 


about 7 a.m in Nelson's Floral Shop, at 
the corner of Brockway and Palatine 
roads. The fire then spread to Nelson's 
Hallmark Card Shop. George Lilts' Bar- 
ber Shop, the Your Hang-Up Boutique 
and Jim Thompson's State Farm Insur- 
ance Agency. 


THE FIRE TOTALLY gutted the flow- 


er and card shops, destroyed the entire 
inventory of the boutique, destroyed 
most of the barber shop and left smoke 
damage in the insurance agency. 


Hansen's Hardware Store, which is 


also under the same roof and was the 
scene of a fire in 1968, was not damaged 
by the blaze 


About 28 volunteer firemen responded 


to the alarm, which sounded at 7:20, 
Helms said Four pumpers and one truck 
were needed to put out the fire, he said, 
but there was no need for assistance 
from neighboring fire departments. 


Helms, who accompanied a state fire 


marshal] on an investigation of the build- 
ing, said the fire apparently started in 
the workroom of the flower shop, located 
in the west end of the shop. 


The fire then apparently traveled up 


and stayed above the metal false ceiling 
in the shop. The heat grew, traveling 
down Into the main part of the store. 
When the air expanded in the store due 
to the heat the windows exploded, Helms 
said. And once oxygen from the outside 
got in the store, he said the flames were 
able to grow and destroy the rest of the 
building. 


The glass explosion occurred around 


7 15, he said, and the police were called 
at 7.18 Between that time and the time 
the fire department got to the scene, 
which Helms said was shortly after 7:20, 
the fire had already done most of the 
damage. 


BUT THE DEPTH of the char above 


the false ceiling indicated the fire had 
been burning there longer than five min- 
utes, Helms said. 


Helms said the cause of the blaze was 


either from a faulty electric outlet or 
electrical appliance. 


The grass outside the building was 


completely burnt. Firemen said the 
flames must have been quite intense to 
burn the grass, since a sidewalk sepa- 
rates the grass and the building. 


Officials on the scene all expressed 


amazement and gratitude that no one 
had been hurt by the glass or the flames. 
But no one could offer an explanation 
why peope weren't around when the fire 
broke out. "There's usually a multitude 
of commuters around at that time," 
Helms said.

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An amendment to the Cook County en- 


vironmental control ordinance has been 
proposed to tighten up control of in- 
cinerators in the county. 


The proposal was one of three sub- 


mitted Monday to the Cook County board 
by the county's Department of Building, 
Stoning and Environmental Control. 


The amendment establishes standards 


for testing for pollution from incinerators 


throughout Cook County, excluding the 
city of Chicago. 


If pollution from an incinerator ex- 


ceeds the limits set by the county, the 
person who owns the incinerator can be 
charged for the cost of the test. 


The second proposed amendment pro- 


vides for the ticketing of air pollution 
violators. 


THE PROCEDURE would allow a rep- 


resentative of the county department to 
issue to ticket to the offender, which 
would require him to appear before the 
Circuit Court. Currently, offenders are 
given a hearing in the department before 
being charged with the offense. 


It also allows the director of the county 


department to have environmental in- 
spectors issue tickets for violations. An 
inspector can seek the cooperation of the

County Sheriff, or local police to carry 
out his duties, according to the proposal. 


It also states any person who has re- 


ceived a permit from the department to 
use a pollution-producing device is not 
exempted from the law. 


The final proposal allows the director 


of the department to publish guidelines 
to cut pollution through the use of pollu- 
tion abatement devices. 


A hearing will be held on the proposed 


ordinances before the County Board will 
act on them.

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'No-Fault9 Insurance Set Jan. 1 


The property-casualty industry in Illi- 


nois announced that it will make basic 
no-fault injury coverages effective on all 
automobile liability policies in this state 
on next New Year's Day rather than 
await policy renewal dates as permitted 
under the new Illinois Reparations Law. 


An All-Industry Illinois Insurance In- 


formation Committee (ITIC), speaking 
for the industry, said that the basic no- 
fault personal injury coverage is going to 
be added to existing automobile liability 
policies. 


The industry pledged "its all-out ef- 


forts to make the Illinois limited 'no- 
fault' insurance plan work as a national 
model as Gov. Ogilvie signed the bill, SB 
976, into law". Provisions of the new 
statute become effective January 1,1972. 
The majority of the industry serving this 
state had given iU active support to the 
Illinois reparations plan in the long legis- 
lative struggle that preceded its enact- 
ment by the 77th General Assembly. 


Thomas F. Reynolds, chairman of the 


HIC, said that an all-industry committee 
appointed by Insurance Director James 
Baylor has been working on implementa- 
tion of the reparations plan. Reynolds 
said the committee has agreed: 


1—Although the law specifies that the 


new basic injury coverages shall be 
added to policies written and renewed on 
or after Jan. l, the companies have 
agreed to cooperate by adding the cov- 
erage on all policies on the first effective 
day. This basic protection will automati- 
cally apply to all existing liability pol- 
icies on Jan. 1 and holders of standard 
auto injury liability policies will be for- 
mally advised of the broadened protec- 


tion by their carriers. 


2—Simultaneously, companies doing 


business in niino-j will inform policyhol- 
ders that on Jan. 1,1972, and thereafter 
they will write extended automobile in- 
jury coverage on a no-fault basis with 
limits running up to $80,0004100,000 over 
a five-year protection period. This broad- 
ened coverage which will entail an extra 
premium may be acctpted or rejected at 
the policyholder's option. 


3—The basic coverage in which a driv- 


er's own company pays without deter- 
mining who is at fault in an accident, 
provides medical or funeral expenses im- 
mediately up to $2,000, income replace- 
ment of 85 per cent of salary up to $150 
per week for 52 weeks and expense reim- 
bursement up to $12 per day also for 52 
weeks to hire someone to perform ser- 
vices of an injured person, such as a 
wife. This broadened coverage, applying 
to every injury liability policy, is appar- 
ently going to be "rolled on" without ex- 
tra cost on New Year's Day. 


"THE ILLINOIS Insurance Informa- 


tion Committee knows of no company 
contemplating increasing rates for this 
broad addition to policies," Reynolds 
said. "Failure of the Assembly to enact a 
continuation of the Illinois competitive 
ratemaldng statute last June has sus- 
pended normal activities of rate advisory 
services, and it thus is currently impos- 
sible to know the intentions of every one 
of the 152 companies writing private pas- 
senger coverage in Illinois. The industry 
hopes that the legislature will provide it 
with standard competitive ratemaking 
tools when it reconvenes in October.

self to make the Illinois Plan work well 
and every projection indicates that the 
basic broadened coverage can and will 
be provided in conjunction with bodily in- 
jury policies without increasing the cost 
of that form of protection." 


The niC chairman noted that the "no- 


fault" coverage both in the basic protec- 
tion and optional extended coverage ap- 
plies to bodily injury only. Claims for au- 
tomobile property damage will be Han- 
dled M before through normal collision 
policies, he said. 


"Collision coverage (the standard $50 


or $100 deductibles familiar to all driv- 
ers) has historically been written on a 
no-fault basis," Reynolds said. "Drivers 
for years nave collected damages from 
their own companies for property dam- 


age without determination of fault under 
{his coverage." 


The information committee empha- 


sized the complex problems entailed in 
launching limited no-fault personal in- 
jury insurance in Illinois. 


"In effect, an entire multi-billion dollar 


industry on Jan. 1, will be cut loose from 
the records and projections of its actua- 
rial experience and will be afloat in Illi- 
nois in claims and loss areas on which it 
has no statistical experience to predict 
its immediate future," Reynolds said. 


"DESPITE 
THOSE unknown quan- 


tities, the companies, so far, as we can 
ascertain, are prepared to make the 
broad basic coverage available without a 
price increase for the injury liability 
package," he said.

Sen. Harris Pushes 'Populism'

The string quartet sat in a tight circle 


under the red-and-white striped tent. Be- 
hind them were the bottles of rose wine 
on the tables; behind the tables was 
Lake Michigan, stretching out beyond 
the end of the lawn. 


After the quartet stopped playing, 


presidential 
hopeful Sen. Fred Harris 


from Oklahoma, reminded the 500 per- 
sons present in Winnetka they would 
have to give up something if American 
wealth were ever fairly redistributed. 


When Lynn Williams, New Trier Town- 


ship Democratic committeeman, throws 
a picnic at his spacious home, one must 
expect some incongruities. 


The fact that Williams is a highly suc- 


cessful Democratic leader on the North 
Shore seems to clash with the wealth of 
the area. His township "carried" for Ad- 
lai Stevenson III last fall, and he 
frequently expresses public contempt for 
Mayor Richard Daley's Democratic ma- 
chine — a contempt which few Demo- 
crats dare express. 


His "power" — a term he would dis- 


like — was expressed through the guests 
present. They included Paul Simon, Ad- 
lai Stevenson, Thomas Foran. George 
Dunn, Dan Walker's son, Newton Minow, 
William Singer and Sidney Yates — a list 
impressive even in a pre-election year. 


Senator Harris got attention quickly af- 


ter the luncheon, when he told a crowd of 
about 500 persons, "It's wonderful to be 
here In these populist surroundings." 


His style differed from the deferential 


politeness of the North Shore residents 
present. He kept his sleeves rolled up 
and spoke as loudly and' vigorously as he 
would at a rally in the hills of northern 
Oklahoma. 


He talked of old people having to give 


up breakfast and lunch in order to pay 
for medicine and persons living on an 
"indecent level of income." 


"It doesn't have to be that way," he 


said repeatedly, his voice rising and 
cracking slightly. 


He said the lower 20 per cent of the 


population of the United States has only 5 
per cent of the wealth. "We're going to 
have to give up power and income," to 
change that, he told his audience. 


"Let's return to idealism in Vietnam 


and everywhere else in the world," he 
said, "Power must be divided and re- 
distributed: it means community control 
of the police and dropping the seniority 
system." he said. 


Hards' populism is not the "old kind, 


built on racism," he said. Rather, it 
should be a coalition of the young, the 
poor, the black and other persons which 
need to band together to change the 
country, he said. 


Before Harris talked about populism, 


Stevenson said a "coalition of con- 
science." based on hard work and "talk- 
ing sense." was needed to elect a Demo- 
cratic president. 


President Richard Nixon? "He can't 


govern effectively because he can't be 
believed. Nixon pressed backward; he's 
never consistent, because he never acts 
from a strong moral conscience." 


After 
the 
speeches 
and the in- 


troductions of the politicians and elected 
officials, Williams stood up and declared,

"The weather has been commanded by 
my wife to straighten itself out." The sky 
had been clear since 11 a.m., shortly be- 
fore the lunch and picnic began. 


The crowd of 500 persons was below 


the predicted 5,000, but New Trier Demo- 
cratic officials said they weren't dis- 
appointed. 


Three years ago, Williams had drawn 


5,000 persons to a McCarthy-for-Presi- 
dent rally in Winnetka. On Saturday, the 
persons who listened to the violin music, 
paid $1 per can of beer and gazed out 
onto the lake did not seem to mind the 
small crowd. 


Whether Sen. Harris drew voting 


strength or financial support from the 
crowd is a question which he is probably 
more concerned with than Lynn Wil- 
liams' patio view of the sailboats on 
Lake Michigan or the crowd size.

Bill Mohrmann has been a big loser in 


the "numbers game" this year, but he 
isn't a hoodlum. He's head coach of the. 
Forest View High School cross country 
team. 


"Before I came to Forest View, I was 


at schools where we'd get 45 to 60 kids 
out," explains Mohrmann. "Now schools 
in the Mid-Suburban League are lucky if 
they've got 35 to 40 boys from the frosh 
up through the varsity ...

When a tennis tournament grows from 


a few dozen mixed doubles players to an 
entry list of nearly 500 in a span of just 
two years, someone must be called to 
center court to take a bow. 


Dick Adashek — Rolling Meado.vs resi- 


dent, sales manager by trade, president 
of the Arlington Tennis Club by hobby 
and Paddock Publications Tennis Tour- 
nament manager by volunteering — walk 
to center stage, you deserve it. 


This is one of the most enthusiastic 


men I have ever met. Just two years ago 
he suggested that the paper's annual 
mixed doubles tourney could have a 
much greater turnout if the Herald would 
change its format. It was agreed and the 
results were excellent — nearly 200 en- 
tries for the 1970 affair. 


Adashek then made another suggestion 


about this time last year — expand to 12

This past weekend's 
three-day contest, which finished on La- 
bor Day despite the many rain delays, 
saw the entries' total fall just short of 
the 500 mark.

This native of Wisconsin played for his 


high school team "and then I didn't play 
for 12 years," he recalls. "I completely 
forgot about it. 


"And then we (he and Nonl. his wife) 


were doing nothing but eating and get- 
ting fat. Going to movies, that's what we 
were doing, eating popcorn all the time 
and having children (four boys). So I 
said to my wife. 'Let's see If we'd like it' 
(playing tennis)." 


Both caught the bug and, as Dick says, 


"After you start watching the ball and 
playing a little bit. you find out that 
you're not the worst player in the world. 
That's when you get interested. 


"And then when we came down here 


about three years ago, I started playing 
over at Arlington. The club had sort of 
declined — they were down to 60 mem- 
bers. 


"Two years ago I was appointed presi- 


dent because I was out in front of the 
high school looking for a game and my 
wife was inside looking for the president. 
They had an annual meeting of which 
three people came to and one of which 
was my wife. And she said, 'Dick's out- 
side looking for a game, he'll take it.' 
And so that's how 1 got started in it." 


This gung ho guy was just the boost 


this club needed, Right now the member- 
ship has skyrocketed to well over the 300 
mark and Is still growing. 


"We're very active," says President 


Dick. "We've got team play and chal- 
lenge ladder, we've got 11 tournaments 
including yours and we play indoor ten- 
nis at Hersey (High School) at a very 
minimal cost — a buck for an hour and a 
half (in the winter)." 


How did Dick go about expanding from 


60 to about 320 members? His ex- 
planation is simple: 


"The only thing I did was do every- 


thing I like to do about tennis. The chal- 
lenge ladder is where every one has his 
name up there, and if you want to get to 
the top of the ladder you've got to chal- 
lenge. And you can challenge three or 


five above you, whatever the rule Is. 
When you play two or three of those 
matches a week, you get as much com- 
petition as you really want. 


"The team play is fine but not many 


guys are able to play it because the 
teams are so small. The tournaments we 
like because of the fact that we hold all 
different kinds." 


The club entry fee is a very modest $5 


for individuals, $1 for juniors and $7.50 
for families. This along with fees collect- 
ed by the club for indoor play at Hersey 
provide the club with the funds needed 
for trophies and the following other ex- 
penses:

"We're not a wealthy club by any stan- 


dards but we buy nets for the high 
schools, wind screens and anything the 
high schools need toward tennis ... we 
appeciate using the facilities. 


"And then any deserving young player, 


if there's a national tournament some- 
where, we'll be happy to send him there, 
as long as it doesn't hurt his amateur 
standing." 


This summer the club sent Jim Mer- 


kel, an outstanding player for Arlington 
High School, to a tourney in Ohio. How- 
ever, Arlington Heights athletes aren't 
the only ones who can benefit from this, 
according to Adashek. 


"Any of the local high school players, 


we don't care," says Adashek. "Again, 
it helps tennis, it helps the interest in 
it." 


Once you see a few of the matches like 


this past weekend, once you find out that 
it's a game of endurance, a game of 
skill, you will understand why so many 
people are taking it up, according to 
Adashek. 


"What's nice about this tournament is 


they (players) have the chance to com- 
pete." says Adashek. "A lot of people 
say that they're not good enough. Once 
they enter one and win just one round, 
that takes care of It. 


"I'll say this, I swear next year you're 


going to have a tough time holding it be- 
cause you're going to have too many en- 
tries. A lot of people who entered it last 
year entered this year. Again next year 
will be the same, plus friends and people 
who hear about it. And then the new- 
comers in the area..." 


The tourney is growing because of 


Dick Adashek. He's a real seller of the 
sport. His philosophy about tennis is 
pretty well summed up by this state- 
ment: 


"What's nice about it is that no matter 


how bad you are or how good you are, 
you can always beat somebody and get 
beat very easily. It's enjoyable to go out. 
You get a lot of fresh air and you feel 
good afterwards ..." 


You also get the same feeling after 


being associated with this man.

Arlington's 1971 cross country season 


could have been the most promising one 
since the state championship perform- 
ance of 1967. It could have been. 


However, when the Cardinals of Coach 


Bruce Samoore take to their new three- 
mile course this afternoon at Pioneer 
Park against Maine East and North be- 
ginning at 4:30, several harriers won't be 
running. 


Injury, sickness, dropouts and move- 


outs have weakened the varsity team. 
This was the season Samoore was look- 
ing forward to after seeing his varsity 
finish third in the Mid-Suburban League 
and his sophomore team win its title. But 
the following things have diminished Sa- 
moore's outlook on the upcoming cam- 
paign: 


•Tim McGrath, a 26th place finisher In 


the conference meet and counted among 
the best returning seniors in the MSL, 
injured one leg last spring and then hurt 
the other recently. He may not be able to 
compete at all this fall. 


*BiH Schmid, a junior who was 15th in 


the sophomore meet and was a key 
member of the soph championship team, 
has been slowed by a so-far unknown ill- 
ness, possibly mononucleosis. 


"Two promising juniors "evidently de- 


cided they just didn't want to run," said 
Samoore. "It's a new world." They were 
also members of the five who won the 
MSL title. 


""'Runners are hard enough to find as 


it is without having them move away," 
Samoore explained. "We had four kids 
out of that one class (senior) move away 
a year or so ago. Seniors, when you get 
down to it, are the mainstays." 


Two seniors who will carry a lot of the 


burden this fall will fee Tom Jarm and' 
Scott Barnett, both returning lettermen. 
McGrath, also a senior letterman, and 
Jarm are the co-captains of varsity 
team. 


The other top six spots are made up of 


juniors — Neil Haseman, Dave Tremb- 
lay, Schmid, Tom Holub, Dave Jenkins 
and Rick Turner. 


"Hausman wasn't quite good enough to 


make it last year," says Samoore. "But 
he's one of our better boys now. We felt 
that he could be one of our better ones 
this year and it turned out that way. 


As far as the top is concerned, I would 


say it would be Jarm, Barnett, Hausman 
— then I don't know. It depends on 
whether Schmid ever gets healthy." 


Heading into this afternoon's opener, 


Samoore said he thought that rounding 
out the top five might be Turner and 
Tremblay. 


As for the MSL season, Samoore had 


this to say: 


"I think every year I've said this — 


the league is getting stronger and strong- 
er and this is going to be the best year of 
all. 


"I think that Palatine, Elk Grove, 


Fremd, Prospect and Hersey will be in it 
(die race). I don't know what will be 
back from Conant. Forest View is going 
to be much stronger than last year. All 
these schools I've named, I think, could 
beat us. Maybe I'm wrong. Maybe I've 
given more credit to some schools than 
they deserve. 


"If we had McGrath that would make 


a difference. If things come around, and, 
in other words, if McGrath could run 
again and if Schmid got healthy, we 
might be halfway decent."

85 in 4 mo.Ufs My regular job is not 
covered by social security, but a number 
of years ago, i did work part time at a 
job covered by social security. Could this 
part-time work have made me eligible 
for medicare7 


A — The part-time work you did may 


make you eligible to enroll in the hospi- 
tal Insurance part of medicare. Since you 
will be 66 this year, you'll need about 3 
years of work credit under social secur- 
ity to qualify for this part of medicare. 
The people at your social security office 
will be glad to help you determine if you 
are eligible for hospital insurance 


In addition, regardless of the amount 


of work you have had under social secur- 
ity, you will be eligible at 65 to sign up 
for the voluntary medical insurance part 
of medicare Be sure to call or visit your 
social security office about 3 months be- 
fore your 65th birthday to sign up for 
medicare 


Q — I am 64 years old I retired at 62 


but did not sign up for social security 
retirement payments because I wanted 
to wait until I was 85 and could receive a 
full payment. I have now decided to go 
ahead and apply for the reduced pay- 
ment Can I get my checks all the way 
back to the month I was 62? 


A — No. An application for social se- 


curity retirement payments can be retro- 
active for no more than 12 months.

to a great deal of trouble and expense to 
help the South Vietnamese generate their 
own 
presidential candidates. 
True 


enough 


It is, however, unrealistic to expect a 


small, impoverished, war-torn country to 
become a viable, on-going presidential 
candidate producer in such a short 
amount of time 


And so. as we withdraw our troops 


from South Vietnam, it is only fair and 
prudent that we send them some of our 
presidential candidates to help out dur- 
ing the campaign 


We certainly have enough to spare. A 


dozen or so would hardly be missed. And 
we don't really need any of them until 
next year anyhow 


The only problem would be deciding 


wtiich candidates to include in our for- 
eign aid program My guess is there 
would be an ample number of volunteers. 
After all. the South Vietnam campaign 
would be good practice for the New 
Hampshire primary 


BUT SUPPOSE, you may ask, one of 


our guys won the election — what then? I 
don't think there is too much danger of 
that happening 


Judging from reports from Saigon, 


President Thieu is a shoo-in for reelec- 
tion, having managed to shoo off his po- 
tential rivals 


The Important thing is to have a few 


other candidates in the race to keep

Business Wins 
In Track Furor 


Once again, Arlington Park Race 


Track is the center of a con- 
troversy involving the owners of 
the track and the residents who 
live near the facility. 


This time the storm and anger 


concerns tomorrow night's running 
of the Yamaha Gold Cup, a mo- 
torcycle race expected to draw 
some 200 cyclists as contestants, 
plus a substantial crowd of specta- 
tors. 


Opposition to use of the track for 


a motorcycle race comes from 
residents of Arlington Heights and 
Rolling Meadows, who unexpect- 
edly find themselves neighbors to 
what must certainly be called a 
noisy and raucous sport. 


According to publicity for the 


race, the Yamaha Gold Cup event 
will attract some of the largest mo- 
tor c y c l e s made, traveling at 
speeds around the track up to 130 
miles per hour. 


To add to the aggravation, the 


race will be run at night, which 
means that the powerful and long- 
disputed lights of the track will be 
put to use. 


For some local homeowners, it 


must be like the realization of a 
nightmare in which all the ele- 
ments of noise, congestion and 
powerful stadium lights focus on 
one event. 


Despite protestations to the Vil- 


lage of Arlington Heights, the race 
will be run as planned. The lights 
will go on, the 200 motorcycles will 
rev up and the crowd will applaud 
the winner. 


For when all the arguments 


a g a i n s t tomorrow's race are 
heard, it must be understood there 
is nothing illegal or unprece- 
dented in this use of Arlington 
Park for this event. 


The annexation agreement be- 


tween the track owners and the vil- 
lage of Arlington Heights places no 
limits on the type of event which 
can be held at Arlington Park. Al- 
though some local officials would 
like to negotiate each new use of 
the facility, the track may do what 
it likes with its land — especially 
when the event is a sporting con- 
test such as a motorcycle race. 


Indeed, from a purely business 


standpoint, it seems strange that 
more off-season uses for the track 
have not been tried before. While 
dozens of local residents may cry 
out in anger or frustration, it is 
clear that the valuable property 
which comprises the track and ad- 


joining acreage will be used by the 
owners for the purpose of making a 
profit. 


Examination of other properties 


belonging to Transnation Devel- 
opment, owner of Arlington Park, 
clearly shows that this business, 
like most others, calls for the utili- 
zation of all the company's re- 
sources all year long. At Washing- 
ton Park for example, 100 acres 
are being considered for an indus- 
trial park adjoining the track; in 
California a $125 million business 
development is under way. 


And at the company's other hold- 


ings, such as Roosevelt Raceway 
in New York, at Madison Square 
Garden and in Acapulco, Mexico, 
the business of entertainment is 
guided by the profit motive. 


For those of us who live or work 


close to Arlington Park, it is naive 
to think that this enormous facility, 
complete with hotel, theater and 
meeting rooms will not be used 
repeatedly for events other than 
horse races. Some purists may 
shudder at the thought of pres- 
tigious Arlington Park being used 
for motorcycle races, but clearly 
this enormous sports center will 
not remain a dirt track forever. 


Already there are eight other 


events scheduled for Arlington 
Park in the near future. Exact de- 
tails on the events have not yet 
been disclosed, but with a relative- 
ly short horse racing season, we 
must assume that Arlington will be 
used with increasing frequency for 
non-horse racing purposes. 


For the residents of Arlington 


Heights there is at least the con- 
solation that the disruption of their 
traffic and evening hours will be 
paid for. The village will reap sub- 
stantial money from the Yamaha 
Gold Cup in tax money. 


For those residents of Rolling 


Meadows on Euclid Avenue whose 
property is nearest the track, how- 
ever, there is a more bitter pill to 
swallow. Their city derives no in- 
come from the track, their local 
business trade is not increased, yet 
they receive the brunt of the lights 
and noise. 


If there was a way to help these 


residents, we would endorse it and 
campaign in their favor. But the 
simple, mathematical demands of 
big business unfortunately do not 
often include provisions for a man 
with one house, one backyard and 
the desire for quiet on a summer 
evening. 


Problem Is 1 Not 


It now appears that movie the- 


ater attendance nosedived over the 
past decade or two not because of 
television or disgust with X or 
R-rated films or for any of a num- 
ber of suggested reasons, but sim- 
ply because of outrageous ticket 
prices. 


In any event, numerous theaters 


around the country are cutting 
prices — and ringing up the kind of 
profits they haven't seen in many a 
day. 


One chain in California, for in- 


stance, cut admission to 49 cents, 
down from $2, and is doing a land 
office business in popcorn, candy 
and soft drink sales. Others are 
setting a top of $1 or $1.50 for week- 
day evenings, with even lower 
prices at other times. 


If the day ever comes when your 


average family man can take his 
wife and 2.3 children to see a de- 
cent movie and get change back 
from a five-dollar bill — well, talk 
about nostalgia.

Social Security's Jaws Open Wider 


by BRUCE BIOSSAT 


House Ways and Means Chairman Wil- 


bur Mills is resisting pressures to put off 
a bigger Social Security tax bite to allow 
consumers to pour more money into the 
thinned-out economic stream. 


Under present law, the Social Security 


tax rate applied to workers and employ- 
ers as a payroll deduction would stay at 
5.2 per cent. But the worker's annual in- 
come base from which this tax would be 
taken would rise on Jan. 1,1972, to $8,000 
from the present $7,800. 


The Joint Congressional 
Economic 


Committee has suggested that not even 
this boost should be permitted to take 
effect. Federal authorities estimate that 
some $3.3 billion would be left in work- 
ers' and employers' hands next year if 
the base were held at $7,800 and the rate 
left unchanged. 


Even without Mills' resistance, how- 


ever, the prospect of canceling the sched- 
uled 1972 increase is seen as exceedingly 
dim. A blue-ribbon Social Security Advi- 
sory Council reported this spring that tax 
base hikes should be a main source of 
additional financing. 


The council said it is not convinced 


that tax rate increases are necessary to 
suoDort the anticipated steady rise in th» 


scale of cash benefits. In fact, it con- 
tended that it "should be possible to post- 
pone any increases in the contribution 
rates ... well into the next century." 


Social Security Administration officials 


scrupulously avoid making recommenda- 
tions of their own. But it was significant 
that Commissioner Robert M. Ball, 
against the backdrop of clamor to get 
more spending money into consumer 
hands, recently called attention to the 
council's firm stand against rate boosts 
in the deeade just ahead. 


Mills evidently remains unimpressed 


by all this. Existing law provides for a 
schedule of rate increases to begin tak- 
ing effect in calendar 1973. The new 
House-passed Social Security bill would 
institute a stiffer schedule of rate hikes 
starting next January, and would also 
put the 1972 tax base at $10,200 instead of 
the scheduled $9,000. These tough provi- 
sions are Mills' handiwork. 


That measure, part of the omnibus 


H.R. 1 which also includes major Medi- 
care changes and sweeping welfare re- 
forms, awaits Senate action, but could 
reach passage by November or early De- 
cember. 


If H.R. 1's Social Security features 


were to take effect on Jan. 1, U.S. work- 


ers would find the government slicing 5.4 
per cent out of pay checks instead of the 
present 5.2 per cent. Any worker earning 
the tax base limit of $10,200 would yield 
$550.80 for 1972 instead of the $468 to be 
taken out under present law. 


Finance experts say that if H.R. 1's 


heavier tax burdens are not imposed and 
present law prevails for 1972, there 
would be an extra $4.5 billion in workers' 
and employers' pockets next year. 


Plainly, though, Mills and those of like 


mind do not intend to let workers keep 
their share of that load ($2.25 billion), 
and at the same time allow the nation's 
aged, disabled and widowed to draw the 
increased cash benefits provided under 
H.R. 1. 


In the first full year of its operation, it 


is estimated H.R. 1 would put an addi- 
tional $3.685 billion in the hands of Social 
Security beneficiaries. Some $2.100 bil- 
lion of that would come from a pro- 
posed five per cent hike in basic benefits, 
payable next June to roughly 27.4 million 
Americans. 


The catch, of course, is that the tax 


contributions supporting these benefits 
come mostly from the younger workers. 
Mills, bent on building safe reserves, 
won't ease up on them.

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Stock Exchange Was Put To The Test 


Reacting to President Nixon's an- 


nouncement of a new economic policy, 
investors around the country put the en- 
tire trading of the New York Stock Ex- 
change to a test on Aug 16 


A record 32 million shares changed 


hands that day as the economic hopes 
and expectations of the nation converged 
according to Eugene Miller, senior vice 
president of the New York Stock Ex- 
change. 


This unprecedented volume, three 


times the previous Friday's trading, put 
the exchange's specialists to the test, ac- 
cording to Miller He offered a report of 
the day's activities, focusing on the spe- 
cialist. 


A specialist is the broker's broker who 


helps bring the forces of supply and de- 
mand into balance and who uses his own 
capital to help maintain a fair and order- 
ly market, Miller said. The pressure on 
the specialists on Aug. 16 came not only 
from the record volume but from the 
fact that at the 10 a.m. opening of the 
Exchange there was an avalanche of or- 
ders on the buy side with which to cope. 


FOR EXAMPLE, in Chrysler, buy or- 


ders stood at more than 600,000 shares, 
with sell orders less than 300,000 In U S 
Steel, public demand exceeded public 
supply by more than $3.4 million worth 
of stock. 


Just how wen the specialists per- 


formed under this "acid les*" is pointed 
up by the day's statistics, Miller said. 
Just to help open the market that day, 
specialists risked $142 million of their 
own capital by providing 36 million of 
the 10 million shares in opening trades. 
During the day, specialists sold 4 3 mil- 
lion shares short, selling another 3.7 mil- 
lion long for their own accounts. In addi- 
tion, they also bought S.I million shares 
during the day 


Selling from their own accounts when 


investors wanted stock and buying when 
investors were selling, specialists partici- 
pated as dealers in 41 per cent of the 
day's 32 million share volume. 


MORE THAN 97 per cent of their pur- 


chases and sates were stabliszing for the 
market. That is, 97 per cent of all spe- 
cialists' dealings were sales at prices 
above and purchases at prices below the 
last different price. 


The demand for stocks by buyers was 


so great that trading in more than 200 
issues of the more than 1,300 common 
stocks listed on the exchange had to be 
delayed beyond the time they would nor- 
mally have opened, (and a few weren't 
opened until the next day ) 


"Many of these issues could have 


opened around 10 a.m. but the exchange 
delays trading when there is a heavy 
preponderance of buy or sell orders," ex- 
plained Stephen M. Peck, exchange vice 
chairman. "In this case, the delay gave 
potential buyers sufficient tune to see 
that opening prices might be consid- 
erably different than the previous close. 
This then permitted them to change their 
orders if they cared to, at the same tune 
assuring sellers a fair price. 


"Our job," said Peck, "was to try and 


create a balance in the supply and de- 
mand situation at a price as near the last 
sale price as possible." 


"WE LATER LEARNED that 87 per 


cent of the stocks that opened a point or 
more above the previous close continued 
to go up, stayed the same or declined a 
half-point or less from the opening 
price," Peck noted. 


Typical of the hectic problems that 


specialists faced in opening their stocks 
was the experience of Zuckerman, Smith 
& Co , the specialist firm handling Chrys- 
ler The automaker stock was one of the 
most sought after issues that day, a re- 
sult of the President's statement of his 
plan to lower the price of autos by re- 
pealing the federal excise tax. 


In the morning, orders to buy Chrysler 


as high as $31 totaled 670,000 shares. 
These orders based on Friday's closing- 
price of $26 3/8 were worth some $18 mil- 
lion. 


Zuckerman had only a small inventory 


of its own in Chrysler stock. And during 
the morning public investors had come 


up with offers to sell only 269,000 shares 
at prices between $26 5/8 and $31. That 
meant somebody had to come up with 
another 400,000 shares. 


"WE CIRCULATED the situation to 


the Street," a Zuckerman official ex- 
plained. "This resulted in brokerage 
houses around the country telling holders 
of Chrysler that more shares were 
sought in the primary market and that 
this demand would increase the selling 
price. About 3 p m., we received orders 
to sell about 325,000 shares," the special- 
ist firm official said. 


The specialist then put his money on 


the line. At his 6wn risk he went short 
and supplied 75,000 shares worth $2 3 mil- 
lion, selling the shares to the public and 
matching up the other public orders to 
make an opening block of 670,000 shares 
at $31, up $4 5/8 from the previous ses- 
sion's closing price. 


Equally pressured that Monday were 


floor officials. "I had to make several 
hundred decisions that day on whether to 
open a particular stock," commented Al- 
bert B. Tompane, managing partner of 
Benton, Tompane & Co. and the senior 
floor governor. The Exchange requires a 
floor governor's approval before a spe- 
cialist can open a stock more than two 
points higher than the previous closing 
price, or one point higher on issues below 
$20. 


By the end of the day's 5% hour trad- 


ing session, the exchange ticker had 
recorded 60,600 transactions, triple the 
pace of the previous trading day

NEW YORK (UPI) — Many Ameri- 


cans wonder why President Nixon insist- 
ed in his new economic recovery pro- 
gram that other countries raise their cur- 
rency values in terms of the dollar rath- 
er than devaluing the dollar in terms of 
other Western money 


Isn't it the same7 They ask. 
No, say three prominent New York 


bankers speaking for "non attribution." 
He had no alternative, they agreed. 


"A hindsight view of what was happen- 


ing," said the vie* president of a large 
International bank, "makes us now be- 
lieve that the dollar really was up 
against the wall when Nixon made that 
dramatic Sunday night announcement." 


"Something had to be done and fast to 


shock the country and the world out of 
the downward U S. momentum," said an 
executive vice president of another mul- 
tinational bank. 


Nixon couldn't devalue the dollar as 


Europe and Japan have suggested, they 
say, because that would have meant rait- 
ing the price of gold. Only Congress has 
power to do that. Even if he did it by 
fiat, depending on eventual congressional 
approval, it could have divided the 
United States emotionally and politically, 
disrupted world trade which depends 
upon a steady currency exchange and 
given the speculators a field day 


"AND THAT'S JUST half of it, had he 


raised the price of gold," said another 
banker, the value of reserves held 
abroad could have produced more in- 
flation. It would have helped two coun- 
tries which we aren't anxious to help at 
this moment, Russia and South Africa, 
the two big gold producers. It would

have given France, a big gold holder, 
more power and influence in the Com- 
mon Market at the time our biggest Eu- 
ropean ally, Great Britain, was just get- 
ting into the market." 


The New York bankers polled agreed 


that Nixon's new plan, while full of West- 
ern irritants, was sound in terms of psy- 
chology and timing. "It was a logical 
way of getting world currencies and 
trade into line by a tactic of least tur- 
moil," was the way one banker-econo- 
mist termed it. 


Nations which have built up favorable 


trade balances at the expense of the 
overvalued dollar were shocked into 
"floating" their currencies to bring com- 
petition into fair balance. Even Japan, 
which vowed it never would revalue and 
still is intervening to hold the yen lower 
than the United States would like, even- 
tually bowed with a controlled "float." 


"IT'S NOT coincidental, either," laid 


one banker, "that all this was done about 
six weeks before the next big meeting of 
world financial leaders." On Sept. 27, the 
boards of governors of the World Bank 
and the International Monetary Fund 
meet in Washington to discuss the 
world's monetary affairs. Since it took 
this body three years just to agree on the 
concept of special drawing rights, better 
known as "paper gold," It's unlikely that 
the 118-nation conclave will solve a ques- 
tion of this magnitude during this five- 
day meeting 


But there is a good chance, said one 


banker, that the major nations will get 
together then and hammer out tentative 
agreements that can be implemented in 
subsequent months.

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DEAR DR. LAMB — Could you give 


me s o m e i n f o r m a t i o n on elec- 
trocardiograms? What makes them vary 
in people? On my annual examination 
last year, mine was clawed as abnormal 
because of Hat "T" waves. The year be- 
fore, it was borderline. My doctor had 
me go every three months to see if there 
was any change. There wasn't and it is 
still the same. I seem to be in good 
health. I do not smoke or drink and use 
Sanka. My blood pressure is 114/78.1 am 
five feet, two inches and weight 113 
pounds. My cholesterol Is 244. So all tests 
prove normal. 


My doctor sent me to a heart specialist 


and he found no symptoms of heart dis- 
ease. He said for my peace of mind he 
would put me through an exercise pro- 
gram to bring my cardiogram back to 
normal. If this is normal for me to have 
a c a r d i o g r a m like mine, then is 
there any harm in leaving well-enough 
alone? 


Dear Reader — No, there isn't any 


harm in leaving well-enough alone. 
Sometimes skillful neglect is excellent 
medicine. Electrocardiograms are the 
graphic record of the electrical activity 
of your heart that occurs with each heart 
beat. The electrical Impulse passing over 
the heart muscle stimulates it to beat 
each time. We have established charac- 
teristics of the graph as normal on the 
basis of many tests. 


I have studied electrocardiograms in 


well over 100,000 healthy men and a less- 
er number of women. The men were 
from the U. S. Air Force population, in- 
cluding space pilots and astronauts. The 
women were Air Force nurses and wom- 
en officers. The change in what is called 
the "T" wave is the most common vari- 
ation in the electrocardiogram in individ- 
uals, even in good health. We have 
learned that the "T" wave can be 
changed from a variety of unimportant 
causes to some very important ones, like 
high blood pressure and changes in the 


heart from heart muscle damage. You 
usually have to examine the patient with 
the record to be able to tell if it is impor- 
tant or not. 


THE BEST rule of thumb is that, if the 


person has no other evidence of heart 
disease, the change should be ignored — 
unless it represents a change in the 
record compared to previous ones. 


From a practical point of view, there 


isn't anything constructive you can do 
about it that you shouldn't do anyway — 
like controlling your body weight and 
getting adequate exercise. You can do 
that on your own. I would like to see 
•your cholesterol level be a little lower. 
This suggests diet and exercise for most 
people. 


In the future, when you have an exam- 


ination, be sure that you get your heart 
tracing while you are fasting (no food, 
coffee or cigarettes): About half of the 
people who have "T" wave changes that 
cause a lot of confusion have normal "T" 
waves when they are fasting. This will 
save both you and your doctor a lot of 
trouble. I would recommend fasting to 
anyone having such an examination.

TV Neivsman 
Needled Into 
Acupuncture

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - An NBC-TV 


newsman described on television Tues- 
day night how he underwent the ancient 
Chinese treatment of acupuncture for his 
case of tennis elbow, and now feels like 
playing a couple of good hard sets. 


In the Chinese treatment, the body is 


punctured with needles to cure disease or 
relieve pain. The newsman, David Weber 
of the network's London bureau, ap- 
peared on NBC-TV's "First Tuesday" 
and also interviewed the physician who 
treated him, Dr. Yong Chi, a leading 
acupuncturist in England. 


Weber said he took a crack at acu- 


puncture because "everything else had 
failed — the cortisone shots, the deep 
friction treatment, even wearing a cop- 
per bracelet . . . so Dr. Yong needled 
me. as the acupuncture people like to 
say, and, I must say it was an unnerving 
experience, although not particularly 
painful, Just watching that stainless steel 
needle about an inch and a half long and 
the thickness of a human hair go sliding 
into my arm ... 


"Well, now, a week after this treat- 


ment, I find I can move my wrist freely. 
1 can make a very tight fist and not feel 
any of the old rain. Of course, my acu- 
punctured tennis elbow has not been sub- 
jected to the acid test, but I can say for 
the first time in two years that I at least 
feel like picking up the tennis racket and 
playing a couple of good hard sets." 


According to Dr. Yong, acupuncture 


"mainly Is to function the nerves and in- 
crease the blood corpuscles strength- 
ening the muscles." 


Q — Are there any income require-

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Sizing Up An Apartment 


Guidelines for apartment-hunting were 


recently offered by William D. Sally, 
vice president and general manager of 
the Baird ft Warner, Inc., property man- 
agement division. 


He gave the following checklist: 


; The rule of thumb in deciding how 
much rent to pay including utilities, is 
that it shouldn't be greater than one 
week's take-home pay, Sally said. He ad- 
vued couples not to include a working 
wife's pay in this amount. 


^ He advised apartment hunters to talk 
Jr drive around different neighborhoods 
t«fore making a choice on location. 
; "Look for such things as shops, 
•churches, schools, transportation, parks, 
and playgrounds," Sally said. "Size up 
M» people. If you have children, does the 
neighborhood have children of the same 
*ge? A good visual inspection can tell a 
Jot." 
- How does the apartment size up? Bring 
felong a tape measure when you inspect 
Apartments and jot down critical dimen- 
sions on a note pad. If you have a grand 
piano or a 200-lnch-long sofa, will it fit? 
Can you even get it into the building? 
'; Some of the new buildings provide you 
rwith scale floor plans and silhouette fur- 
iriture cutouts so you can see how your 
•furniture will (it before you move in. You 
'can make your own plan using graph pa- 
iper, Sally said. 
; Check the layout of the apartment. 
•Ideally, the apartment should have an 


entry foyer with a guest closet, he said. 
When you enter, check to see that your 
view isn't into a bedroom or bathroom. 
Check to see what the views are from 
other rooms, too. Determine if the bed- 
rooms are separated from the noisy 
areas of the apartment, such as living 
room and kitchen. 


Yearning to make the balcony scene? 


If your apartment offers a balcony, see if 
It's just ornamental or really big enough 
to accommodate outdoor furniture. If the 
balcony is shared with a neighboring 
apartment, make sure there's a privacy 
screen, Sally said. 


What's the sound-proofing like? You 


can't expect 100 per cent sound-proofing 
in any building, but you should check to 
see how much noise you can expect, ac- 
cording to Sally. 


A strong point in the building's favor is 


carpeting in the hallways. This will re- 
duce noise substantially, he added. If the 
building is older and fairly full, arrange 
to visit it during an early evening. You 
can get a good idea then of how quiet it 
is. 


Do appliances and equipment work? 


Check these in new and older buildings. 
Turn on burner ranges. Inspect the re- 
frigerator. Work the faucets and flush 
the toilet. Open cabinets, slide windows 
up and down, determine if doors stick. If 
things need replacement or repairs, talk 
to the agent before .making a com- 
mitment.

Shows Decrease 


Although residential construction is 


booming, the rate of growth of home 
ownership in the United States has come 
to a virtual standstill. 


The 1971 Fact Book of the United 


States Savings and Loan League reports 
that in the decade between 1960 and 1970, 
the number of homeowners rose by 7.1 
million, or 21.5 per cent. But despite this 
increase in numbers, the percentage of 
homeowning households was only slightly 
larger. 


"During the 1960's the rate of home 


ownership rose by only one percentage 
point, a minute gain which contrasts with 
the sharp advances of the preceding two 
decades." the League publication said.

Its Fact Book is 
an annual reference source on savings, 
home ownership, residential construction 
and home financing. 


"The marked arrest in the advance of 


the home ownership rate in the 1960's 
can be traced to a number of causes," 
the latest Fact Book said. 


"The population's age distribution fa- 


vored apartments as an increasing num- 
ber of households were headed by young 
and older people. "Rocketing construc- 
tion and land costs priced many families 
out of home ownership. Also, the adverse 
impact of tight money on the availability 
of mortgage funds was a strong force in 
holding home ownership down," the re- 
port said. 


Despite the slowdown in the home own- 


ership rate, the Fact Book reported that 
homeowners now outnumber renters in 
all but Hawaii, the state of New York 
and the District of Columbia. 


States with the highest home own- 


ership rates were Michigan, with 74 per 
cent; Indiana and Iowa, 72 per cent; 
Minnesota, 71 per cent; and Idaho, 
Maine and South Dakota, 70 per cent. 


California led in the number of owner- 


occupied units, while New York had the 
largest number of rented units. 


The Fact Book reported that although 


single-family starts rose slightly during 
1970 to 814,000 units, the total is "at a 
depressed level when compared to the 
number of single-family units started 
during the first half of the 1960's." 


It said single-family dwellings account- 


ed for only 55.6 per cent of 1970's housing 
starts, compared with 80.5 per cent in 
1959. And although multi-family starts 
declined 5.8 per cent during 1970, the 
number of such starts was the second 
largest on record.

Th« construction industry's pace varies 


in different parts of the country. 


"For example, the commercial con- 


struction pace is strong in Houston, 
Texas, and some areas of California but 
has slowed considerably over the entire 
northeastern section of the country," 
said Durand A. Holladay, of Continental 
Mortgage Investors, Boston. Holladay is 
also managing trustee of Diversified 
Mortgage Investors, also of Boston, a 
multi-specialty real estate trust. 


Holladay observes that the variations 


in commercial building show clearly in a 
composite study compiled by CMI. 


However, while the commercial pace 


varies, the residential picture remains 
fairly even over most of the nation, ob- 
serves Jackson W. Goss, president of In- 
vestors Mortgage Insurance Co., Boston, 
a company in the private mortgage in- 
surance industry. Goes said that May 
was one of the best months ever record- 
ed by the nation's housing industry. "A 
couple of records were set," he said. 


"These included: the highest season- 


any adjusted annual rate of building per- 
mits issued in a single month . . . 
1,870,000; the highest number of housing 
start* record for any month of May in 
history . . . 199,200; and the first time 
housing construction exceeded an annual 
rate of 1.9 million units for three contin- 
uous months," Goss said. 


The actual number of housing starts 


during the first five months of 1971 total- 
ed 790,100, compared with 521,500 in the 
same periof 1970, Goss said. During May, 
112,900 single-family and 81,300 apart- 
ment units were started. 


"By region, the starts picture in May 


looked like this: up 11 per cent to 29,100 
units in the Northeast; up 10 per cent to 
48,200 in the West; up 4 per cent to 80,200 
in the South; and off 30 per cent to 36,700 
units in the north central area," Goss 
observes. 


One of the contributing factors to the 


brightening outlook on bousing is the 
growth in recreational land development, 
adds Sablno Marinella, senior-vice presi- 
dent-finance, of Continental Investment 
Corp., Boston. 


"More than 3 million American fami- 


lies own second homes and the trend is 
growing rapidly. Another 300,000 families 
are expected to buy vacation homes or 
weekend retreats during 1971-72," Mari- 
nella said. He adds that the most rapid 
growth in recreational land and in sec- 
ondary vacation homes is showing up 
along the nation's eastern coast... "in 
a corridor from Boston to below Wash* 
ington." 


Richard Halverson, senior investment 


analyst for Waddell * Reed, Inc., added, 
"Housing starts this year should reach or 
exceed the all-time high of 1950," Halve- 
rson stresses. Halverson estimates hous- 
ing starts will total 1.85 million to 1.9 
million in 1971, substantially above last 
year's 1.47 million. 


"There is a great underlying demand 


for housing," he notes, "but we had Just 
as strong a demand in 1970. The big dif- 
ference this year: money is increasingly 
available for mortgages, because of the 
heavy inflow of funds into savings in- 
stitutions; lower rates; labor is less of a 
problem." 


Holladay said the northeastern section 


of the nation currently has the most sig- 
nificant slowdown in commercial build- 
ing. 


"During the first quarter of 1971, the

dollar volume of authorized office con- 
struction — $86.7 million — was off 23.8 
per cent from the $113.8 million in the 
same quarter a year ago. However, dur- 
ing March there was a significant surge 
in both office and industrial values and 
this could indicate a recovery trend un- 
derway. 


"There is a surprisingly sharp increase 


in the construction level of luxury-type 
apartments in Tennessee. The most ac- 
tivity in Alabama and Georgia is in 
small apartment complexes," Holladay 
said.

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Center Serves 984 Area Families 


A total of 984 families were served in 


the first eight months of the year by the 
Northwest Opportunity Center in Rolling 
Meadows, according to statistics recently 
compiled. 


Of these families, 714 fell below the 


federal "poverty line," which allows a 
yearly net income of $3,800 for a family 
of four, tad WOO additional for each ex- 
tra family member. 


Eighty-seven families were above this 


poverty line and the income of 183 fami- 
lies was unknown, according to center 
statistics. 


Of the families served, 138 families re- 


sided in Arlington Heights, 45 in Barring- 
ton, 105 in Des Plaines, 27 in Cook Coun- 
ty section of Elgin, 37 in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, 16 in Hoffman Estates, 41 in Mount 
Prospect, 170 in Palatine, 51 in Rolling 
Meadows, 21 in Roselle, 38 in Stream- 
wood, and 75 families lived in Wheeling. 


The rsidences of seven other families 
was not known and 213 families lived in 
other areas not listed above. 


In the area of employment, the heads 


of 84 families were employed in agricul- 
ture, the heads of 33 families in construc- 
tion, 136 heads in factory work, 40 in ser- 
vice industries, 9 in professional jobs and 
163 in other types of work. The employ- 
ment of 297 household heads was un- 
known and 222 were unemployed. 


Regarding family size, 69 families had 


one member, 90 had two members, 133 
had three members, 148 had four mem- 
bers, 132 bad five members, 114 had six 


members, 71 had seven members, 64 had 
eight members, 28 had nine members, 17 
had ten members and 19 families had 
eleven or more members. The family 
size of 99 families were unknown. 


Karen Stanley, director of the North- 


west Opportunity Center, said that the 
center plans to compile these statistics 
every six months for the staffs own in- 
formation. 


The Northwest Opportunity Center, 


funded with federal and local money, of- 
fers a variety of programs designed to 
assist low-income families in the north- 
west suburban area.

The Illinois State Bar Association notes 


that the state legislature has formulated 
rules governing searches and seizures by 
police officers with or without a search 
warrant. 


For instance, when an officer makes 


an arrest he has the right to make a 
reasonable search of the person he is ar- 
resting and the immediate area. This 
may be done to protect the officer from 
attack, to keep the prisoner from escap- 
ing or to find evidence of the crime. 


He also can search a person he is only 


stopping for temporary questioning if he 
has reason to believe he or someone else 
might be in danger. In that case he can 
look for any weapons, and if he finds a 
weapon he can hold it until he has com- 
pleted his questioning. Then, he must ei- 
ther arrest the individual or return the 
weapon.

To prepare Crust: Mix together flour, sugar and salt. With 


pastry blender cut in butter until mixture resembles coarse meal. 
Add egg yolk, water and vanilla. Gather up dough with fingers; 
shape into a ball. Chill. On a lightly floured surface flatten ball of 
dough slightly and roll into a circle 1-inch larger than diameter of 
11-inch flan plan or 10-inch pie plate. Fold extra dough over and 
build up on rim of pan. Flute edge. Cover pastry with waxed 
paper; fill with 1 cup dry rice or beans (to prevent crust from 
Bubbling). Bake in preheated 350 degree oven 10-15 minutes. 
Remove rke and paper. Cool. Turn oven to 400 degrees. 


To prepare Filling: Scald milk. Cob) slightly. Beat cottage 


cheese until fairly smooth; add eggs, beating after each addition, 
then egg white. Beat in sugar, flour, salt, nutmeg, cinnamon and 
vanilla. Add milk all at once, beat just until combined. Pour into 
baked shell. Bake 25-30 minutes or until a knife inserted near 
center comes out clean. (If crust edges are becoming too brown, 
cover edges with foil for the last 10-15 minutes of baking time.)

To prepare Topping: In a large covered skiliet simmer apples 


in cranberry juice 3-5 minutes. Remove apples from juice with a 
slotted spoon; arrange on top of filling. In a small bowl combine 
sugar and cornstarch. Gradually mix in a small amount of cran- 
berry juice; return all to skillet. Cook over medium heat, stirring 
constantly, until thickened. Cook 2 additional minutes. Remove 
from heat. Add food color; stir in butter until melted; chill. Top 
apples with glaze, just before serving pipe sour cream around 
edge. 


Note: If using pie plate, reduce both baking temperatures 50 


degrees. Bake crust 15 minutes. Bake filling 35-40 minutes.

Real Italian Specialties 


by LOIS SEILER 


While some recipes merely masquer- 


ade under the guise of being Italian, the 
ones featured today are the real thing! 


"I hardly recognize some recipes 


which are supposedly Italian," said Mrs. 
Edwin J. Korczynski of 108 Brixham 
Place, Schaumburg. She makes her spa- 
ghetti gravy and other Italian specialties 
the way her Neopolitan grandparents 
did. 


"Different areas of Italy prepare their 


gravy in certain ways, and the type I 
prepare is indigenous to Southern Italy," 
Diane Korczynski said. 


The recipe has been handed down in 


her family for generations. Note: they 
call it spaghetti gravy rather than sauce. 


"We don't use onions in our gravy, and 


seldom do we use ground beef unless 
we're in a hurry," Diane said. 


She prefers pork shoulder or country 


back ribs, which she browns first with 
lots of garlic. Then canned tomatoes and 
tomato paste are blended together and 
added along with seasonings. 


The dominant herb is oregano, but bas- 


STUFKD MANICOTTI shells are just 
one of Diane Korczynski's authentic 
Italian dishes. Her recipes, which 
have been handed down for gener- 
ations, are indigenous to Southern 
Italy. Edniana, 5, and Kimberly, 3, 
will be the next generation of Kor- 
czynski cooks. 


il may also be used. Diane also puts 
grated imported Romano cheese into her 
gravy, and into almost everything Italian 
that she prepares. 


While this is cooking, Diane usually 


prepares braciole — thin slices of round 
steak rolled up with a filling of bread 
.crumbs, egg, Romano cheese and sea- 
sonings. This is also simmered in the 
gravy. 


HOWEVER, HER favorite pasta is 


manicotti shells which she stuffs with a 
Ricotta cheese mixture. These are cov- 
ered thorughly with the gravy and 
baked in the oven. 


Diane cuts the pork shoulder, slices the 


braciole and serves them both on a plat- 
ter to accompany the pasta — be it the 
manicotti or spaghetti. 


She always layers gravy and cooked 


spaghetti in a large bowl, mixes it up 
and serves additional gravy in a gravy 
boat. Grated imported Romano cheese is 
a "must" with these dishes. 


As accompaniments for this meal, 


Diane suggests a salad of lettuce, cucum- 
bers, radishes, tomatoes and artichoke 
hearts tossed with Bleu cheese — oil and 
vinegar dressing, along with garlic bread 
and burgundy wine. For dessert she rec- 
ommends connolli, cheese cake, spumoni 
or sherbet. 


Diane uses her spaghetti gravy for all 


Italian recipes that call for a tomato 
sauce —'such as lasagna or ravioli. 


Although Diane's husband, Ed, a flight 


engineer for Eastern Air Lines, is of Pol- 
ish descent, he loves all of his wife's Ital- 
ian specialties. The Korczynskis have 
three daughters: Ediane, 5, Kimberley, 
3, and Elizabeth, 1 year old. 


The family moved from Arlington 


Heights to Schaumburg 8 months ago. 
Diane is a member of Northwest Subur- 
ban Kappa Delta Alumnae. Along with 
cooking and sewing for her children, her 
hobbies include decoupage and antiquing 
and refinishing furniture. 


SPAGHETTI GRAVY 


1 pound pork shoulder or 


country back ribs 


5 cloves garlic 
1 large can Contadina whole, 


peeled tomatoes 


1 large can tomato paste

2 pounds thin round steak

2 cups bread crumbs

Salt and pepper to taste 


1 garlic clove, chopped fine 
Cut round steak into pieces 3 inches by 


6 inches. Place a strip of bacon on top of 
each piece of meat, lengthwise.

Amyx, who with husband Lile and other 
members of the family, operate this fas- 
cinating spot in a beautiful wooded set- 
ting with a sparkling trout stream run- 
ning down through the middle of the 
1,000-acre setup. 


The Amyxes have done much hi resto- 


ration of an historical area of Missouri 
plus building comfortable quarters that 
provide modern-day comforts in a 19th 
century atmosphere. 


Rockbridge is in Ozark County just off 


County Road N southwest of Cabool. It 
was here in 1841 that Rockbridge Mill 
began operations only to be burned dur- 
ing the Civil War then rebuilt about 1868. 
This budding still stands, as do a two- 
story general store constructed in 1894, a 
little church and a bank which operated 
from 1M3 to 1833. 


It was the general store which at- 


tracted a lot of my attention since it now 
contains a lounge and cafe which make 
all guests perhaps too happy with an out- 
lay of food (hat delights everyone except 
a devoted weight-watcher. 


Today I'll tell you about a wonderful 


Oatmeal Cake which comes from the 
ovens there.

TO MAKE THIS cake, cut 1 stick but- 


ter or margarine in small pieces in a 
large mixing bowl. Add 1% cups boiling 
water, l cup quick oats and let stand 20 
minutes. 


Add 1 cup brown sugar, 1 cup white 


sugar, 2 unbeaten eggs and mix wefl. Sift 
together 1% cups flour, 1 teaspoon bak- 
ing soda, l teaspoon nutmeg, l teaspoon 
cinnamon, and % teaspoon salt. Add to 
mixture and beat well. 


Finally, add 1 teaspoon vanilla, 1 cup 


raisins and l cup nut meats. Mix well 
and pour into a large cake pan. Bake 30 
minutes at 350 degrees. 


While the cake is baking, mix 1 cup 


brown sugar, l cup grated coconut, 1 
egg, Vt cup melted butter and 3 table- 
spoons of cream or canned evaporated 
milk. Mix all together and pour on cake 
as soon as it is done. Put cake back in 
the oven and brown. This makes a large 
cake, but it keeps well.

USDA Information On 
Cambell's Soup Recall 


Salmon Croquettes 


The recall of chicken vegetable soup 


produced by the Campbell's Soup Co., in 
Paris, Tex., includes aD chicken vege- 
table soup embossed with the code 07 
P13 on the can, according to the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 


USDA's Consumer and Marketing Ser- 


vice (C&MS) said consumers should dis- 
regard any other numbers or letters oth- 
er than the 07 P13 identification. Officials 
of Campbell .Soup have stated that any 
can bearing this code should be imme- 
diately returned to the store where it 
was purchased. 


In response to public inquiries, USDA 


has the following background informa- 
tion regarding the Campbell's chicken 
vegetable soup recall: 


C&MS said the first indication of a pos- 


sible problem was discovered on July 16 
when chicken vegetable soup produced 
on July 2 was examined after the normal 
14 day incubation period. Some of the 
cans had developed "soft swells" (lids 
were slightly raised from the cans). Oth- 
er cans appeared normal. These "swel- 
lers" were reported to the USDA in- 
spector at the Paris plant on July 19. He 
immediately requested Campbell's to in- 
itiate a recajl of all chicken vegetable 
soup produced on July 2. It was believed 
at this time that these soft swells did not 
pose a public health hazard. 


On July 28, soft swells were noted in an 


incubation sample of chicken vegetable 
soup produced on July 15. 


A recall of this product was initiated. 


In addition, Campbell's Soup officials in- 
structed their salesmen, to check grocery 
shelves and warehouse stocks for prod- 
uct produced on June 7 and June 30 and 
to retain any such product found. 


During an extensive examination of re- 


turned product, "hard swells" (cans with 
swelling on both top and bottom) were 
discovered on Aug. 13. The laboratory 
study revealed bacteria with character- 
istics of clostridia. These bacteria were 
isolated and grown in test tubes. The 
growth fluid subsequently was injected 
into unprotected mice and mice which 
had been protected by treatment with 
specific botulinal antitoxin. This is the 
customary laboratory procedure. On Au- 
gust 21, this test confirmed the finding of 
botulism. The same test procedure was 
carried out on the contents of soft swell 
cans, yielding a negative result. 


Campbell's immediately notified USDA 


and the Federal Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration of the laboratory findings and an 
immediate public announcement was 
made on Aug. 22 (Sunday night press re- 
lease USDA 2753-71).

PUD Zoning To Be Voted On Tuesday 
Oak Trees Versus Hospital 
Stimulates Talk At Meeting 


The preservation of Sarah's Grove, a 


wooded area proposed for a hospital and 
residential complex, was discussed Tues- 
day by Schaumburg's Clean Environ- 
ment Committee. 


The grove is located on the north side 


of Schaumburg Road, between Roselle 
Road and Illinois Boulevard. 


Trustee Jack Larson, chairman of the 


committee, spoke of a letter written by a 
committee member which appeared in 
Tuesday's edition of The Herald. 


Mrs. Jane Murphy, the committee 


member who wrote the letter, has stren- 
uously opposed a planned unit devel- 
opment (PUD) for the 57-acre site, pro- 


posed by J. Emil Anderson and Sons. 


Larson commended Mrs. Murphy for 


her interest in the PUD but said the let- 
ter suggested less than village standards 
might apply in the development. 


"While there had earlier been some 


questions raised concerning this I was 
under the impression all had been re- 
solved and am sure the builder had no 
thought of using less than standard 
codes," Larson said. 


Marvin Glink, an attorney for the peti- 


tioner, refused to discuss financing with 
the zoning board of appeals which had 
led to some speculation about federally 
subsidized building, he said. 


Teachers, District Make 
Progress, No Settlement 


Progress but no settlement was the re- 


sult of Tuesday's negotiating session be- 
tween the Schaumburg Teachers Associ- 
ation and School Dist. 54 officials. 


Ronald Ruble, personnel director for 


the district said the teams talked over 
the contract refused by the teachers as- 
sociation Sept. 2 and have agreed to 
meet again Sept. 22. 


Talks are still friendly said Ruble 


and the fact that the teams have set the 
22nd as a meeting date shows both sides 
are close to an agreement. 


If the teams were locked in absolute 


disagreement they would be meeting 
round the clock, he added. 


The next negotiating session is called 


for the day before the board meets to 
discuss the budget. 


ALTHOUGH RATIFICATION of a con- 


tract would simplify the budget determi- 
nation, provisions can be made to take 


care of increases. 


Wayne Schaible, superintendent of the 


district did not deny that threat of a 
teachers strike was a possibility. How- 
ever he expressed confidence in the 
teams ability to work out the contract to 
the satisfaction of both parties. He added 
that the professionalism of the teachers 
and others involved will culminate in a 
successful negotiation. 


Approximately half of the 411 teachers 


in the district who are eligible to vote 
did, on Sept. 2. The contract was turned 
down, 142 to 96 according to unofficial 
figures. 


Schaible said a larger vote could have 


changed the whole picture. 


Details of the contract provided by an 


unofficial source show provision of a 3.3 
per cent increase, in base pay from 
$7,600 to $7^50 and a 7.3 increase in the 
salary of an average teacher. 


Downey Hasn't Met With 
New County Study Group 


The Lincoln County study group, "has 


held no meetings, unless they've held 
some without me," Hoffman Estates 
Mayor Frederick Downey, quipped Mon- 
day. 


Downey's comment was made with a 


smile when he announced to Hoffman Es- 
tates officials that he's joined the study 
group; something everyone knew.

"Any problem which arose was due to

Kindergarten 
Can Bring 
Some Tears 


by JERRY THOMAS 


Sometimes it's hard to untie the apron 


strings and the first day of kindergarten 
is blurred by tears. 


Usually two or three days of patience 


and understanding on the teacher's part 
and curiosity on the child's draw him 
into his first large group experience, 
school. 


Most five-year-olds are ready and ea- 


ger for that first day of school Some- 
times over eager, and rambunctious. 


Different children — yet an these five- 


year-olds will be a working and playing 
group soon. 


The kindergarten program in School 


Dist. 54 is in its fifth year. Mrs. Mary 
Z i m m e r m a n , principal of Churchill 
School, said since that time the program 
and pupils have both changed. 


"WE ARE RECEIVING a different 


child today than we did just five years 
ago," said Mrs. Zimmerman who has 
headed the kindergarten curriculum in 
the district for the past five years. 


"Today's child comes to school with a 


background of academic knowledge he 
has absorbed from television and his par- 


*~ ents," said Mrs. Zimmerman. "Academi- 


cally, they are for the most part more 
prepared," she added. 


"However, social and emotional devel- 


opment are just starting and kindergar- 
ten is the first experience to a very large 
world," said Mrs. Zimmerman. 


Mrs. Zimmerman believes this first ex- 


posure to education and society is most 
important. Kindergarten, we now know, 
is not just all fun and games but can 
establish a pattern that is often hard to 
break. 


"CHILDREN IN THIS district are 


introduced to their class and teacher in 
small groups well before the first day of 
school. "It's important for them to know 
and recognize the teacher and fed famil- 
iar in surroundings that are going to be 
understandably strange and new," said 
Mrs. Zimmerman. 


Social development begins on the first 


day when the group quickly learns that 
they all have a right to be heard and to 
do this must take turns and "share" the 
teacher. "Sometimes that is the hardest 
part of their lesson, and understandably 
so; the child has been the center of at- 
tention for five years and now finds out 
he has competition." 


Suddenly, the five-year-old is one of 


1,700 kindergarteners in the district and 
usually one of 25 students under a teach- 
er's supervision. While learning to cope 
with this fact, he is being taught art, mu- 
sic, arithmetic, reading, science, use of 
the library and social studies. 


"Although a kindergarten curriculum 


seems strange to some parents, who 
think of the class as only a place where 
you learn your colors and counting to 
ten, it is the backbone of a child's educa- 
tion," said Mrs. Zimmerman. 


The district thinks it is important that 


a five-year-old is ready emotionally and 
academically for first grade. For those 
students who need "more time" special 
interim classes are planned where they 
receive individual help to prepare them 
for first grade. 


The kindergarten program itself has 


changed too. A constant evaluation of the 
reading readiness program using ex- 
perimental groups is practiced and the 
schools now use the open court system.

Waterfall - Dash Of Nature

Walking under a waterfall in the wilds 


can be a breathtaking experience. 
Through the water lush greenery is vis- 
ible. In the ponds below fish dart through 
the water for food. 


By all rights and logic, a waterfall in 


an indoor shopping center should be a 
disappointment. Any artificial atmos- 
phere created for shopping deadens the 
thrill nature can produce. 


That should be true, but in Woodfield it 


is not. Woodfield's waterfall outdoes a 
movie seb in recreating what nature 
made first, but not necessarily best. 


The waterfall is located in the central 


lounge of Woodfield's malls. Enclosed in 
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Women And Workers Adorn Woodfield 


"Something special," is a -good de- 


scription for Woodfield and Tuesday eve- 
ning's preview, fashion show, refresh- 
ments and tour of the center was "spe- 
cial" too and surprising. 


The VIW (for Very Important Women) 


preview evening brought together promi- 
nent women from the area to peek at the 
world's largest enclosed shopping center 
in Schaumburg, before its grand opening 
tomorrow. 


And peek they did. The marble con- 


courses felt their first onslaught of high 
heels and womens' saridals as about 300 
women walked the three level center 
looking for a favorite shop. 


THE CONSTRUCTION crews worked 


throughout the special program. It was a 
common sight to see beautifully gowned 
ladies chatting with an electrician, car- 
pet layer or floor scrubber. 


The Greek court area, red carpeted 


and flower decked, was the central loca- 
tion for Tuesday's fashion show narrated 
by Vincent Price and Mrs. Rene Swan- 
son, Woodfield's promotional director. 


The audience was delighted 
with 


Price's eerie tender description of 
"skiiiiny rib knit sweaters." The women 
sat on the stairs, planters and floor and 
didn't seem to mind the informality of 
the arrangements. 


"Exciting, magnificent, and a piece of 


art in itself" were some of the descrip- 
tions heard as the women talked about 
the interior mall. 


"Just when you think you've found the 


Conroy 'Calling In Reserves' 


a wall of brown brick that looks some- 
what like rock face-on, and more like a 
pretzel from above, the waterfall is na- 
ture at its best. The area is designed with 
both children and adults in mind. Offer- 
ing a glimpse of angel fish gliding be- 
tween rocks and flora, it will strike the 
imagination of the crankiest tired child. 
Plush with carpet and seating, sur- 
rounded by live ferns and broad-leafed 
plants, it is a peaceful setting for store- 
weary adults. 


AND UNLIKE MANY public buildings 


which either fence their beauty in, or 
place it out of reach, the waterfall is 
styled so small wandering hands can 
catch a fist of water, point to a fish or 
taste the texture of rock-brick walls. 


A walkway beneath the falls is covered 


with a transparent shield, over which the 
water passes. Colored lights play on the 
water in its three-foot plunge. 


The central louhge and waterfall form 


the largest and most comfortable of 
Woodfield's. serene spots, but there are 
others, some of which may attract more 
attention. Three sculptures were erected 
in the malls. Like Chicago's Civic Center 
Picasso, they will elicit descriptions 
ranging from lovely to weird. Perhaps 
the most popular will be one of twin 
arches, poised as if in flight. 


At each of the sculptures, and in other 


smaller spots, seating is provided for pa- 
trons of the center, often in recessed, 
carpeted areas that soften noise from 
surrounding' walk areas.

Skylights grace the ceiling, letting sun 


stream onto the shoppers and the garden 
areas below. They arch upward, climb- 
ing majestically. 


Shopping centers always claim to offer 


convenience. Whether Woodfield will re- 
mains to be tested. That Woodfield offers 
grace and elegance cannot be denied, 
even by the person that detests shopping 
center crowds, hustle and rush. 


Woodfield goes out of its way to negate 


these. 


Schaumburg Police Chief Martin J. 


Conroy is "calling up the reserves" in 
preparation for an .onslaught of traffic 
for today's Woodfield grand opening. 


Chief Conroy is depending on the rein- 


forcements of the Illinois Police Re- 
serves, which is sending 25 men to aid in 
controlling the cars expected to bring an 
estimated 75,000 persons to the mall to- 
day. 


Also beefing up the Schaumburg police 


force are several men from the Illinois 
State Police, 15 officers and patrolmen 
from Schaumburg (who would normally 
be off duty) and all Schaumburg's police 
reserves. 


Conroy has requested the extra help to- 


day through Sunday. Varying numbers of 
extra men will be on duty from 8 a.m. to 
10 p.m. the first three days, and before 
noon to after 5 p.m. Sunday. 


Every major intersection from Higgins 


and Golf roads west to Frontage Road 
will be covered by at least one traffic 
patrolman, said Conroy, and some cor- 
ners will have two men working. 


THE HEAVIEST traffic is expected be- 


tween 6 and 10 p.m. each day, said Con- 
roy, and police supervision will be con- 
centrated during those hours. 


The police reservese, in no way con- 


nected with the military, is sending 10 
men for the 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. duty tour, 
said Conroy. They will be supplemented 
by an additional 15 men for the evening 
shift. 


The reserves is a volunteer state or- 


ganization of laymen trained to work in 
emergency situations at the request of 
local police departments. Help from the 
state police may vary, according to the 
number of men the troopers can spare. 
Local men will be recruited into service 
as needed, Conroy said. 


In contrast, Hoffman Estates police 


are making few special preparations for 
traffic control.

derson and Sons, was defeated in a four- 
to-two vote of trustees on Aug. 10. 


It is being brought back to the village 


board for reconsideration next Tuesday 
and Mayor Robert 0 Atcher said he is in 
possession of "privileged information" 


that could alter trustees thinking on the 
PUD. 


LARSON, ONE OF four trustees oppos- 


ing the project, was on vacation when 
reconsideration was suggested by the 
mayor. 


"It would depend on the nature of the 


information," Larson said when asked if 
he believed sufficient time to make a de- 
cision would be allowed if the now un- 
known facts are revealed Tuesday. 


"If not, you can be sure that I will ask 


for deferment. I have done this several 
times in the past," Larson said. 


He denied unconfirmed rumors con- 


cerning the Anderson firms alleged plan 
to construct federally subsidized housing 
under FHA Title 235. 


"I don't think this developer would 


even suggest such a thing," Larson said. 


He also contends present village build- 


ing codes would not permit this type of 
construction. 


Larson said information concerning a 


proposed commitment from a large uni- 
versity to create a nursing school in con- 
junction with the hospital has not as yet 
reached him. 


The PUD would contain the 20-acre 


hospital donation site, medical offices 
and over 500 rental units described as 
housing for hospital employes. 


The developer has pledged a $93,000 do- 


nation to Dist. 54 and would also make 
the usual $100 per unit cultural center 
donation.

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Overpowering Look To Go 
Husky Hill Will Soon Be 
Groomed To 4-Foot Level 


Most of the 13-foot-high hill of dirt in 


Wheeling's Husky Park will be removed, 
the acting village manager has told the 
Wheeling Park District Board. 


The hill had created problems for resi- 


dents of the Anthony Road and Fletcher 
Drive area whose homes border the 
park. Last spring they attended a park 
board and village board joint meeting to 
complain about the hill. They said it cut 
off light from their back yards, and was 
unsightly. The residents complained that 
people on top of the hill could look down 
into their homes. 


In a letter to the park board George 


Passolt, acting village manager, in- 
dicated that the village is now willing to 
reduce the hill to a maximum height of 
four feet. 


A HARZA Engineering Co. report to 


the village board this summ >r indicated 
removing the whole hill would cost 
$63,000 while reducing the nl!i to a height 
of four feet would cost $48,000. 


"We have done considerable checking 


to determine the cost of removing the 


dirt pile and feel that to' remove all of it 
would be too costly," PassoK wrote to 
the park district board last week. 


"We therefore would like to request 


your permission to reduce the dirt pile 
from its present level to a level of ap- 
proximately four feet high. If you agree 
please give us a letter to this effect," 
Passolt wrote. 


The park district board Thursday 


voted to go along with the village plan. 


LAST APRIL AT the joint meeting 


with the Husky Park area residents, the 
park board had voted to ask the village 
board "To consider reducing the hill at 
the east end of Husky Park to an accept- 
able minimum height." 


Originally the village had said it could 


not afford to remove the dirt from the 
park. And since the removal of the hill 
was not essential to the flood control ba- 
sin working, park officials had agreed to 
go along with the hill. 


However, last spring, after the com- 


plaints from the residents, Passolt said 
one possible source of funds for the dirt 


High School Teachers 
OK 8% Salary Raise

Teachers in High School Dist. 214 have 


ratified a salary package which will give 
them an 8 per cent average salary in- 
crease this year once the wage-price 
freete is lifted. 


Teacher association members voted 


Wednesday 327 to 100 to accept the pack- 
age. The matter must now go to the 
board of education for approval before it 
can go into effect. 


Starting salary for beginning teachers 


with a bachelor's degree will be $8,300, a 
3.75 per cent increase over last year's 
beginning salary of $8,000. The new be- 
ginning salary is the same given to High 
School Dist. 211 teachers earlier this 
summer. 


Both administrators and teachers 


praised the "high professional tone" of 
negotiations this year. 


RICHARD CHIERICO, education assn. 


president, called the negotiations a good 
example for other districts throughout 
the state to follow: "It was a difficult 
time to be negotiating, but I think the 
interest of all parties prevailed, in- 
cluding the public." 


Chierico said he would have a state- 


ment after the board considers the pack- 
age Monday night. 


Steve Berry, assistant to the superin- 


tendent who has worked on negotiations, 
said he was pleased with the teachers' 
association efforts to stay at the negotiat- 
ing table until a package was acceptable. 


"We were not under any type of threat 


of strike and I was very pleased with the 
way negotiations went," Berry said. 


THE PACKAGE the teachers approved 


includes a 3.78 per cent increase in sti- 
pends for extra-curricular work, an im- 
proved insurance package with optional 
life Insurance and comprehensive cov- 
erage for dental care, and a sick leave 
bank. 


With the sick leave bank, teachers will 


receive 14 sick days, one less day than 
last year with the extra day being put 
into a bank. Any teacher who uses up Ms 
sick leave can draw on the bank for ex- 
tra days. With more than 1,000 employes, 
the sick leave bank win start out with 
1,000 sick days. Another 1,000 will be 
added each year for three years, and the 
bank will be maintained at 3,000 days af- 
ter that. 


Teachers new to the district will get 10 


years credit for previous experience if 
the board approves the package. Last 
year they received nine. The experience 
level will increase one year each year 
until an incoming teacher with experi- 
ence can get IS years credit for experi- 
ence outside the district. 


Another educational level has been 


added to the salary scale for teachers 
with a master's degree plus 60 hours. Be- 
fore, the educational level stopped at a 
master's degree plus 30 hours of credit. 


Though district administrators have 


not yet determined the exact cost of the 
1971-72 teacher salary package, Robert 
Weber, assistant superintendent for busi- 
ness services, estimated the salary pack- 
age will increase the teacher payroll by 
about five per cent. 


"It appears that we will be within our 


budget with the package, but it is hard to 
determine what the actual cost will be," 
Weber said. 


An $11.6 million teacher salary budget 


has been set up for the 1871-72 school 
year. Last year $10.6 million was budg- 
eted, giving the district a total teacher 
salary increase of about 14 per cent. 
Nine per cent is for growth in the num- 
ber of teachers in the district. 


Teachers are the first group of Dist. 


214 employes to settle negotiations. Cus- 
todians and clerical workers are also 
negotiating for pay raises this year.

Park District officials are scheduled to 


discuss the Husky Park basin and hill as 
well as other flood control projects on 
park lands with the Wheeling Village 
Board on Monday. 


THE 7 P.M. committee meeting of the 


village board's sewer, water and public 
health committee will be for discussion 
by the village board of the various pro- 
posed changes suggested by a Harza re- 
port last June. 


The additions and changes suggested 


to bring the entire flood program up to 
par could cost the village as much as 
$85,000 with the major portion of the 
money going to remove the dirt hill. 


In a related discussion last week park 


board members decided to write the vil- 
lage about a problem with a contractor 
who worked on the two basins located 
directly north of the Heritage Park 
Fieldhouse. 


Park board members noted that they 


had gotten a bill from Glenview Sewer 
and Water Inc. for replacing 29 feet of 
fencing around the basins. 


THE CONTRACTOR had apparently 


replaced a total of 479 feet of fencing and 
charged the park district for the footage 
over 450 feet. 


But park board members said Thurs- 


day that the contractor has taken down 
a total of 920 feet of fencing around 
the ice rink in order to do the work. 


Not only was the bill for the 29 feet of 


fence installation in error, they said, but 
the contractor still has to replace five 
more rolls of fencing before his job is 
completed.

Action program participants have set 


up shop at the U.S. Army's Nike Missile 
base in Arlington Heights. Last year, the 
headquarters for the two-year-old pro- 
gram were at Pal-Waukee Airport in 
Wheeling, and before that, at the Rand- 
hurst Shopping Center in Mount Pros- 
pect. 


The Action program, financed with 


both federal and Dist. 214 funds, is de- 
signed for students who have trouble 
learning in a regular school situation. 
The Action students study part of the day 
and hold part-time jobs for the remain- 
der of the day instead of attending school 
full-time. 


"These aren't bad kids or slow kids. 


They're average high school kids, but 
they can't take the regimentation of 
school. They just can't hack it," ex- 
plained Wheeling High social science 
teacher Wayne Barger, director of the 
Action program. 


BARGER SAO) that the groundwork 


for the move to the Nike base was laid 


last spring. 


"We knew we would have to leave Pal- 


Waukee because they needed the space. 
And I was looking for something differ- 
ent anyway. At first I had my eye on the 
abandoned Nike base near Deer Grove 
(forest preserve near Palatine), but it is 
being used by the civil defense," Barger 
recalled.

Slated For Kickoff 


The Wheeling High School Spurettes 


and the First Illinois Drum and Bugle 
Corps "Volunteers" have joined the ac- 
tivities planned for Saturday's Wheeling 
Park District "Fall Kickoff'program.

right out of the blue and the response 
was so gratifying. It was almost as 
though a spark was ignited." 


About 35 boys will be in the Action pro- 


gram this year. Generally they'll do their 
high school classwork on the base in the 
mornings. Barger will be aided in the 
classroom instruction by teacher aides 
Nancy Cole and Mark Frase, a physical 
education and driver education teacher. 


In the afternoon the boys will work and 


receive high school credit for their job 
experience. Eighteen will work on the 
Nike base in a variety of jobs. 


Some will learn simple maintenance of 


military vehicles. Others will learn food 
preparation in the Army mess hall, work 
in the craft shop or man the base switch- 
board. Those, with an interest in journal- 
ism will help to put out the base news- 
paper, and several will assist in pre- 
paring medical records in the dis- 
pensary. 


"WE FEEL for the first time that 


we've come across some people who 
really understand what we're trying to 
do," said Barger. "Most of the base will 
be opeued to the boys. They'll be able to 


use the base athletic facilities. We're in 
better shape to start the program this 
year than we've ever been before." 


Col. Gust Mastricola, deputy com- 


mander of the base, is enthusiastic about 
the program. The base never before has 
donated its facilities to a program of this 
type, he said. 


"I'm in favor of anything that is going 


to help the youngsters. My philosophy 
has always been to try to make the indi- 
vidual a good citizen," he said. 


Barger feels the Nike base environ- 


ment will help to further motivate the 
Action students. 


"Kids are the most important part of 


this program. The most important thing 
is to help these kids become useful, coop- 
erative members of society. And they 
are. 


"Before these kids were in the Action 


program, 80 per cent of them cut their 
classes. In the Action program, the ab- 
sentee rate isn't more than 10 per cent 
I'm not saying there haven't been prob- 
lems, but we're not losing these kids. 
I've been a teacher for 23 years, and I've

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Overnight Parking Ordinance Revised 
Village Board Rezones 
For First Auto Dealership 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board re- 


zoned an eight acre piece of land to allow 
for construction of the first automobile 
dealership in the village. 


Also at their Monday night meeting, 


the board revised an ordinance to permit 
overnight parking on streets in special 
circumstances and authorized a bicycle 
registration program. 


The auto dealership, which win sell 


and service Dodge cars and trucks, will 
be located at the southeast corner of Ar- 
lington Heights and Dundee roads. 


In granting the B-4 zoning petition, the 


trustees restricted the development of 
the land exclusively to a car dealership 
and placed a time limit of three years 
for actual construction to begin. If con- 
struction does not begin within that time, 
the land will revert back to its former 
B-3 business zoning. 


THE BOARD also reserved the right to. 


review and approve plans for installing 
fencing between the dealership and sur- 
rounding residential areas. 


Paul Dwyer, an attorney for the Chrys- 


ler Realty Corp., the real estate sub- 
sidiary of the parent Chrysler Corp., as- 
sured the board that the firm has defi- 
nite plans to build on the land. 


"Our marketing plans are certain, but 


our timing is uncertain," Dwyer told the 
trustees. 


He cited the condition of the economy 


as the reason for the uncertainty in 
building plans. 


It is estimated that taxes from the 


dealership win produce as much as 
$60,000 a year in revenue for the village. 


IN OTHER ACTION, the trustees re- 


vised the overnight parking ordinance to 
allow overnight parking in cases where 
there is no room in the garage or in the 
driveway for the number of cars at a 
residence.

Discussion was prompted by a report 


from the traffic and safety committee 
pointing out that that ordinance was un- 
fair because newer homes in the village 
have more room for off street parking 


High School Teachers 
OK 8% Salary Raise 


by JUDY NAJOLIA 


Teachers in High School Dist. 214 have 


ratified a salary package which will give 
them an 8 per cent average salary in- 
crease this year once the wage-price 
freeze is ttfted. 


Teacher association members voted 


Wednesday 327 to 108 to accept the pack- 
age. The matter must now go to the 
board of education for approval before it 
can go into effect. 


Starting salary for beginning teachers 


with a bachelor's degree will be $8,300, a 
3.75 per cent increase over last year's 
beginning salary of $8,000. The new be- 
ginning salary is the same given to High 
School Dist. 211 teachers earlier this 
summer. 


B o t h administrators and teachers 


praised the "high professional tone" of 
negotiations this year. 


RICHARD CHIERICO, education assn. 


president, called the negotiations a good 
example for other districts throughout 
the state to follow: "It was a difficult 
time to be negotiating, but I think the 
interest of all parties prevailed, in- 
cluding the public." 


Chierico said he would have a state- 


ment after the board considers the pack- 
age Monday night. 


Steve Berry, assistant to the superin- 


tendent who has worked on negotiations, 
said he was pleased with the teachers' 
association efforts to stay at the negotiat- 
ing table until a package was acceptable. 


"We were not under any type of threat 


of strike and I was very pleased with the 
way negotiations went," Berry said. 


THE PACKAGE the teachers approved 


includes a 3.7S per cent Increase in sti- 
pends for extra-curricular work, an im- 
proved Insurance package with optional 
life Insurance and comprehensive cov- 
erage for dental care, and a sick leave 
bank. 


With the sick leave bank, teachers will 


receive 14 sick days, one less day than 
last year with the extra day being put 
int« a bank. Any teacher who uses up his 
skk leave can draw on the bank for ex- 
tra days. With more than 1,000 employes, 
the sick leave bank win start out with 
1,000 sick days. Another 1,000 will be 
added each year for three years, and the 
bank will be maintained at 3,000 days af- 
ter that. 


Teachers new to the district will get 10 


years credit for previous experience if 
the board approves the package. Last 
year they received nine. The experience 
level will increase one year each year 
until an incoming teacher with experi- 
ence can get 15 years credit for experi- 
ence outside the district. 


Another educational level has been 


added to the salary scale for teachers 
with a master's degree plus 60 hours. Be- 
fore, the educational level stopped at a 
master's degree plus 30 hours of credit. 


Though district administrators have 


not yet determined the exact cost of the 
1971-72 teacher salary package, Robert 
Weber, assistant superintendent for busi- 
ness services, estimated the salary pack- 
age will increase the teacher payroll by 
about five per cent. 


"It appears that we will be within our 


budget with the package, but it is hard to 
determine what the actual cost will be," 
Weber said. 


An $11.6 million teacher salary budget 


has been set up for the 1971-72 school 
year. Last year $10.6 million was budg- 
eted, giving the district a total teacher 
salary increase of about 14 per cent. 
Nine per cent is for growth in the num- 
ber of teachers in the district 


Teachers are the first group of Dist 


214 employes to settle negotiations. Cus- 
todians and clerical workers are also 
negotiating for pay raises this year.

The report also stated that the ordi-

base in Arlington Heights. Last year, the 
headquarters for the two-year-old pro- 
gram were at Pal-Waukee Airport in 
Wheeling, and before that, at the Rand- 
hurst Shopping Center in Mount Pros- 
pect. 


The Action program, financed with 


both federal and Dist. 214 funds, is de- 
signed for students who have trouble 
teaming in a regular school situation. 
The Action students study part of the day 
and hold part-time jobs for the remain- 
der of the day instead of attending school 
full-time. 


"These aren't bad kids or slow kids. 


They're average high school kids, but 
they can't take the regimentation of 
school.

last spring.

At first I had my eye on the 
abandoned Nike base near Deer Grove 
(forest preserve near Palatine), but it is 
being used by the civil defense," Barger 
recalled.

Some will learn simple maintenance of 


military vehicles. Others will learn food 
preparation in the Army mess hall, work 
in the craft shop or man the base switch- 
board.

Nicholas Motherway told Fitzgerald that 
the state is not ready to turn over all 
written and physical evidence gathered 
in the case to the defense attorney's, 
which the attorneys had requested at the 
last hearing on Sept. 8. 


Motherway said, "The state will tender 


all evidence to the attorneys for the de- 
fence on Sept. 17, but as of now we have 
not been able to compile all transcripts 
of testimony."

This included the 
grand jury testimony of several wit- 
nesses. On July 14 the grand jury in- 
dicted all four defendants with murder 
and conspiracy to commit murder. 


Motherway also offered a transcript of 


the state's star witness, Melvin Adams, 
who on July 2 testified in court that he 
was involved in the plot to kill Jayne and 
implicated the four defendants as co-con- 
spirators. 


Motherway also said yesterday that 


the attorneys may inspect other evidence 
at a later date, including a three-hour 
long video tape of Adams making a 
statement to state investigators, the 
weapon used to shoot Jayne and lab re- 
ports of other evidence gathered at the 
scene of the shooting, at Jayne's home, 
1918 Banbury Ln., Inverness.

8% Salary Hike 
After 'Freeze'

Teachers in High School Dist. 214 have 


ratified a salary package which will give 
them an 8 per cent average salary in- 
crease this year once the wage-price 
freeze is lifted. 


Teacher association members voted 


Wednesday 327 to 108 to accept the pack- 
age. The matter must now go to the 
board of education for approval before Jt 
can go into effect. 


Starting salary for beginning teachers 


with a bachelor's degree will be $8,300, a 
3.7S per cent increase over last year's 
beginning salary of $8,000. The new be- 
ginning salary is the same given to High 
School Dist. 211 teachers earlier this 
summer. 


Both administrators and teachers 


praised the "high professional tone" of 
negotiations this year. 


RICHARD CHIERICO, education assn. 


president, called the negotiations a good 
example for other districts throughout 
the state to follow: "It was a difficult 
time to be negotiating, but I think the 
interest of all parties prevailed, in- 
cluding the public." 


CMerico said be would have a state- 


ment after the board considers the pack- 
age Monday night. 


Steve Berry, assistant to the superin- 


tendent who has worked on negotiations, 
said he was pleased with the teachers' 
association efforts to stay at the negotiat- 
ing table until a package was acceptable. 


"We were not under any type of threat 


of strike and I was very pleased with the 
way negotiations went," Berry said. 


THE PACKAGE the teachers approved 


includes a 3.75 per cent increase in sti- 
pends for extra-curricular work, an un- 
proved insurance package with optional 
life Insurance and comprehensive cov- 
erage for dental care, and a sick leave 
bank. 


With the sick leave bank, teachers will 


receive 14 sick days, one less day than 
last year with the extra day being put 
into a bank. Any teacher who uses up his 
sick leave can draw on the bank for ex- 
tra days. With more than 1,000 employes, 
the sick leave bank will start out with 
1,000 sick days. Another 1,000 will be 
added each year for three years, and the 
bank will be maintained at 3,000 days af- 
ter that.

barbequed beef, which accounts for its 
strange looks. 


Moving on to the dessert, Lillie said it 


tasted like apple sauce. Actually it was 
apple crisp. Lille's only objection to the 
dessert was that she "used to eat apple 
sauce when she was a baby" and thought 
she was a little bit old for it now.

Central Road School is one of three ele- 


mentary schools in 
Palatine-Rolling 


Meadows Dist. 15 where a pilot hot lunch 
program is being offered this year. The 
other two schools are Jonas SaUc in Roll- 
ing Meadows and Virginia Lake school 
in Palatine. Both Carl Sandburg Junior 


High School in Rolling Meadows and 
Winston Park Junior High School in 
Palatine offer the lunch also. 


Approximately 12 cafeteria workers at 


the two junior highs prepare and pack- 
age the food for all the schools. An esti- 
mated 1,300 lunches were prepared this 
week in the two cafeterias, with approxi- 
mately 600 being shipped to the ele- 
mentary schools. 


A hot pack, which includes the main 


dish and a vegetable, is placed in an 
aluminum container and covered with 
aluminum foil. The food has been cooked 
prior to being packaged and at the ele- 
mentary schools it is only necessary to 
place the hot packs in a warmer oven for 
10 to 20 minutes. 


There is also a cold pack, which con- 


tains dessert and some type of salad or 
chips. 


The students go through the line and 


pick up a hot and cold pack and a carton 
of milk. The entire package costs 45 
cents. There is no choice, substitutes or 
extras cutting down on time. The stu- 
dents also pay for their lunch a week in 
advance which saves time at lunch. 


THE PROBLEM OF students dropping 


their lunch tray is eliminated because if 
either pack drops the student can just 
pick it up and walk away because it is 
packaged so it win not fall apart. 


"Like they say, it's hot," said Brian 


Harrington, 10. If anything, the students 
complained that the lunch was too hot. 


Michael, 6, who couldn't remember 


how to spell his last name, and had fin- 
ished off his dessert first, was all excited 
when he found some pieces of hard can- 
dy in his potato chips. He declined offers 
from his friend to swap the candy for a 
homemade cookie. 


Asked how she bleed her lunch, Ginny 


Donaghey, 8, said, "It's better than no 
hot lunch at all." 


"Do I have to eat everything or just 


what I can?" asked Mark Greco, 7, with 
his big brown eyes bulging out. 


Sitting across from Mark was Gret- 


chen Foster, 7, who said she "hated the 
dessert and candy." She denied being on 
a diet but could offer no explanation for 
her lack of a sweet tooth. 


Embarrassed when he was caught 


throwing away his lunch, Craig Agate, 7 
explained that barbequed beef was far 
from his favorite food but that he had 
eaten his potato chips and peas. 


MRS. WALTER BUNDLING, cafeteria 


supervisor, said she was happy with the 
way the program has been going and 
said the response to the lunches has been 
very favorable. 


Our goal is to have one central kitchen 


at Palatine Hills Junior High School 
where lunches for the entire school dis- 
trict can be made, packaged and shipped 


out, she explained. 


"We are trying to keep the lunches as 


close to home cooking as possible," said 
with three members of the board of edu- 
cation and the district business manager 
that investigated different hot lunch pro- 
grams before deciding on the present 
one.

100 Teachers Attend Meeting 
Board Agrees To Continue 
Pact Talks For Two Weeks 


The River Trails Dirt, 26 School Board 


haa agreed to continue teachers' salary 
negotiations for another two weeks and 
to informally extend the teachers' 1970-71 
contract for that length of time. 


Last week the teachers voted to reject 


the school board's latest salary offer on 
two counts. The teachers said the offer 
was too low and they wanted a guarantee 
that negotiations could be reopened after 
the national wage freeze ends. 


More than 100 teachers attended a 


school board meeting Tuesday to ask the 
board to continue the negotiations for an- 
other two weeks to settle the two points. 
Gary Rathgeber, head of the teachers' 
negotiating team, said he hoped a salary 
agreement could be reached within the 
two weeks. 


Rathgeber refused to say how much ei- 


ther side proposed raising teachers' sala- 
ries. He did say, however, the board's 
offer is "under the S.S per cent cost of 
living increase. We have come down 


from $8,600 (the initial teachers' pro- 
posal for a beginning teacher.)" 


The teachers are also calling for a pro- 


vision in the teachers' contract that 
would reopen negotiations after the wage 
freeze ends. Rathgeber said, "If we can't 
have the raises we will lose during the 
freeze, then we want to be able to nego- 
tiate what will be done with that money. 
It is our full intent to abide by all gov- 
ernment regulations and guidelines set 
forth by the Cost of Living Council." 


The teachers are now negotiating 


with the board to settle these points, 
without the coverage of a formal negotia- 
tions agreement. Rathgeber said the pro- 
fessional negotiations agreement (the 
second part of the contract) proposed for 
the 1971-72 school year is acceptable to 
the teachers but will only be approved as 
a total package with the salary agree- 
ment. 


HAROLD HANEY, board president, 


told the teachers Tuesday, "We cannot 


High School Teachers 
OK 8% Salary Raise

Teachers in High School Dist. 314 have 


ratified a salary package which will give 
them an 8 per cent average salary in- 
crease this year once the wage-price 
freeze to lifted. 


Teacher association members voted 


Wednesday 327 to 108 to accept the pack- 
age. The matter must now go to the 
board of education for approval before It 
can go into effect. 


Starting salary for beginning teachers 


with a bachelor's degree will be $8,300, a 
3.75 per cent increase over last year's 
beginning salary of $8,000. The new be- 
ginning salary is the same given to High 
School Dist. 211 teachers earlier this 
summer. 


Both administrators and teachers 


praised the "high professional tone" of 
negotiations this year. 


RICHARD CH1ERICO, education assn. 


president, called the negotiations a good 
example for other districts throughout 
the state to follow: "It was a difficult 
time to be negotiating, but I think the 
interest of all parties prevailed, in- 
cluding the public." 


Chierico said he would have a state- 


ment after the board considers the pack- 
age Monday night. 


Steve Berry, assistant to the superin- 


tendent who has worked on negotiations, 
said he was pleased with the teachers' 
association efforts to stay at the negotiat- 
ing table until a package was acceptable. 


"We were not under any type of threat 


of strike and I was very pleased with the 
way negotiations went," Berry said. 


THE PACKAGE the teachers approved 


includes a 3.7S per cent increase in sti- 
pends for extra-curricular work, an im- 
proved Insurance package with optional 
life Insurance and comprehensive cov- 
erage for dental care, and a sick leave 
bank. 


With the sick leave bank, teachers will 
receive 14 sick days, one less day than 
last year with the extra day being put 
into a bank. Any teacher who uses up his 
sick leave can draw on the bank tor ex- 
tra days. With more than 1,000 employes, 
the sick leave bank will start out with 
1,000 sick days. Another 1,000 will be 
added each year for three years, and the 
bank will be maintained at 3,000 days af- 
ter that. 


Teachers new to the district win get 10 


years credit for previous experience If 
the board approves the package. Last 
year they received nine. The experience 
level will increase one year each year 
until an incoming teacher with experi- 
ence can get 15 years credit for experi- 
ence outside the district. 


Another educational level has been 


added to the salary scale for teachers 
with a master's degree plus 60 hours. Be- 
fore, the educational level stopped at a 
master's degree plus 30 hours of credit. 


Though district administrators have 


not yet determined the exact cost of the 
1971-72 teacher salary package, Robert 
Weber, assistant superintendent for busi- 
ness services, estimated the salary pack- 
age will increase the teacher payroll by 
about five per cent. 


"It appears that we will be within our 


budget with the package, but it is hnrd to 
determine what the actual cost will be," 
Weber said.

An $11.6 million teacher salary budget 


has been set up for the 1971-72 school 
year, Last year $10.6 million was budg- 
eted, giving the district a total teacher 
salary increase of about 14 per cent

formally extend your contract from last 
year because it expired Aug. 25." The 
board did not know the legal implications 
of negotiating under the provisions of 
last year's contract on an informal basis. 


The teachers came to the meeting 


Tuesday with the impression that the 
1970-71 contract had been extended to 
that night. Rathgeber said a tentative 
agreement had been reached during ne- 
gotiations sessions to extend the con- 
tract. However, according to Asst. Supt. 
James Retzlaff, head of the board's 
negotiating team an agreement of this 
type could not be made without the ap- 
proval of the entire board. The board did 
not discuss the issue until the Tuesday 
meeting. 


The teachers then asked the board if it 


recognized the River Trails Education 
Association, the teachers' organization. 
The teachers said they were not sure of 
their official position and wanted "the 
protection and security of a formal con- 
tract." 


According to board member Clarke 


Robinson, "The board still recognizes the 
association as the bargaining agent of 
the teachers." 


One teacher told the board, "You are 


pushing us into a more militant position 
by refusing to formally extend last 
year's contract. We don't want to be pat- 
ted on the head. We should be treated 
with the same respect you expect us to 
treat your children." 


"We are willing to go along with the 


terms of last year's contract, but we do 
not wish to formally extend it," said Ha- 
ney. "ft is our intent to continue negotia- 
tions and get the contract into effect as 
soon as possible." Rathgeber said the 
teachers accepted an informal extention 
of last year's contract because "the 
board's intent showed good faith."

A glimpse at military life — Army 


style - will be offered to Wheeling High 
School boys in the Dist. 214 "Action Pro- 
gram" this year. 


Action program participants have set 


up shop at the U.S. Army's Nike Missile 
base in Arlington Heights. Last year, the 
headquarters for the two-year-old pro- 
gram were at Pal-Waukee Airport in 
Wheeling, and before that, at the Rand- 
hurst Shopping Center in Mount Pros- 
pect 


The Action program, financed with 


both federal and Dist. 214 funds, is de- 
signed for students who have trouble 
learning in a regular school situation. 
The Action students study part of the day 
and hold part-time jobs for the remain- 
der of the day instead of attending school 
full-time. 


"These aren't bad kids or slow kids. 


They're average high school kids, but 
they can't take the regimentation of 
school. They'just can't hack it," ex- 
plained Wheeling High social science 
teacher Wayne Barger, director of the 
Action program. 


BARGER SAID that the groundwork 


for the move to the Nike base was laid 


last spring. 


"We knew we would have to leave Pal- 


Waukee because they needed the space. 
And I was looking for something differ- 
ent anyway. At first I had my eye on the 
abandoned Nike base near Deer Grove 
(forest preserve near Palatine), but it is 
being used by the civil defense," Barger 
recalled. 


"So I called the Arlington Heights base 


right out of the blue and the response 
was so gratifying. It was almost as 
though a spark was ignited.'1 


About 35 boys will be in the Action pro- 


gram this year. Generally they'll do their 
high school classwork on the base in the 
mornings. Barger will be aided in the 
classroom instruction by teacher aides 
Nancy Cole and Mark Frase, a physical 


education and driver education teacher. 


In the afternoon the boys will work and 


receive high school credit for their job 
experience. Eighteen will work on the 
Nike base in a variety of jobs. 


Some will learn simple maintenance of 


military vehicles. Others will learn food 
preparation in the Army mess hall, work 
in the craft shop or man the base switch- 
board. Those with an interest in journal- 
ism will help to put out the base news- 
paper, and several will assist in pre- 
paring medical records in the dis- 
pensary. 


"WE FEEL for the first time that 


we've come across some people who 
really understand what we're trying to 
do," said Barger. "Most of the base will 
be opened to the boys. They'll be able to

use the base athletic facilities. We're in 
better sha'pe to start the program this 
year than we've ever been before." 


Col. Gust Mastricola, deputy com- 


mander of the base, is enthusiastic about 
the program. The base never before has 
donated its facilities to a program of this 
type, he said. 


"I'm in favor of anything that is going 


to help the youngsters. My philosophy 
has always been to try to make the indi- 
vidual a good citizen," he said. 


Barger feels the Nike base environ- 


ment will help to further motivate the 
Action students. 


"Kids are the most important part of 


this program. The most important thing 
is to help these kids become useful, coop- 
erative members of society. And they 
are. 


"Before these kids were in the Action 


program, 60 per cent of them cut their 
classes. In the Action program, the ab- 
sentee rate isn't more than 10 per cent. 
I'm not saying there haven't been prob- 
lems, but we're not losing these kids. 
I've been a teacher for 23 years, and I've 
never felt so close to any group of kids," 
Barger stated.

"We don't find conformance (in the 


map) with the dictates of the con- 
stitution, and we question the legality of 
what the special commission has done," 
Walsh said. 


ford the extra expense because: 1) the 
personal property tax is again being col- 
lected; 2) the national wage freeze has 
postponed any teachers' raises; and 3) 
the unexpectedly high enrollment this 
fall will result in increased state aid. 
(State aid is determined by the number 
of students attending the district's 
schools.) 


School officials challenged at least 


some of his contentions, pointing out the 
district's budget had been drawn up to 
include personal property tax collections. 


Another Sunset Park spokesman1 asked 


a second kindergarten class be started at 
the school, this one to be held in the 
morning. He said if that was impossible, 
the delegation would ask the current af- 
ternoon class be switched to the morn- 
ing 


The Westbrook parents -were next: 


They complained, first about the large 
size of the two fifth grade classes at their 
school, and second, that one of the two 
fifth grade teachers there is normally a 
band teacher and thus not qualified to 
teach fifth graders. 


The proposal for the administrative re- 


view of the matter was made by board 
member Peter Dudrow: "I propose that 
the administration study actual enroll- 
ment as of (Tuesday, the first day of 
school) and report back to the board at a 
special meeting (tonight). The adminis- 
tration should follow the 35-pupils-per- 
class guideline and review kindergarten 
through the third grades especially." 


Dudrow continued by calling for what 


he termed "the complete utilization of 


teachers in those grades." He admitted 
the sizes of some of the smaller classes 
might increase, but, he said, "Let's get 
those 40 and 44 figures down." 


He concluded his proposal by saying 


the administration should consider addi- 
tional staff, "but I also want only those 
who are qualified to 'teach to be as- 
signed." 


His proposal, in the form of a motion 


was approved, but not without reserva- 
tions from other board members. "I'm a 
little afraid," said board member Leo 
Floros, "that if you plug one hole, you 
open another. You're only postponing the 
inevitable." 


Floros was critical of the proposal also 


because he feared it might upset classes 
throughout the district. 


Prior to the board's decision to have 


the review made, Supt. Eric Sahlberg ex- 
plained why the problems occurred. He 
said the size of the kindergarten class at 
Sunset Park had simply exceeded projec- 
tions, that were based on several years 
of records. The same thing occurred with 
the second and third grade classes at 
that school. He pointed out, however, 
that a developmental training teacher at 
that school will be taking some children 
out of those two classes from time to 
time during the school day for individual 
instruction. 


AS TO THE reason for the afternoon 


kindergarten class at Sunset Park, he 
pointed out that last year, Lions Park 
had the afternoon class. Thus, it was de- 
termined, this year the afternoon class 
should be at Sunset Park.

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Fire Destroys Two Palatine Stores 


An early morning fire destroyed two 


storei in downtown Palatine Wednesday 
and damaged three others under the 
same roof 


No one was in any of the stores at the 


time of the fire, and no pasaersby or fire- 
men were injured by the fire or the ex- 
plosion of glass that preceded the fire. 


Palatine Fire Chief Orville Helms esti- 


mated damage to the stores at "more 
than $100,000 " 


Accoridng to Helms, the fire started 


about 7 a m in Nelson's Floral Shop, at 
the corner of Brockway and Palatine 
roads. The fire then spread to Nelson's 
Hallmark Card Shop, George Lills' Bar- 
ber Shop, the Your Hang-Up Boutique 
and Jim Thompson's State Farm Insur- 
ance Agency 


THE FIRE TOTALLY gutted the flow- 


er and card shops, destroyed the entire 
inventory of the boutique, destroyed 
most of the barber shop and left smoke 
damage in the insurance agency. 


Hansen's Hardware Store, which is 


also under the same roof and was the 
scene of a fire in 1968, was not damaged 
by the blaze. 


About 28 volunteer firemen responded 


to the alarm, which sounded at 7:20, 
Helms said. Four pumpers and one truck 
were needed to put out the fire, he said, 


but there was no need for assistance 
from neighboring fire departments. 


Helms, who accompanied a state fire 


marshal! on an investigation of the build- 
ing, said the fire apparently started in 
the workroom of the flower shop, located 
in the west end of the shop. 


The fire then apparently traveled up 


and stayed above the metal false ceiling 
in the shop. The neat grew, traveling 
down into the main part of the store. 
When the air expanded in the store due 
to the heat the windows exploded, Helms 
said. And once oxygen from the outside 
got in the store, he said the flames were 
able to grow and destroy the rest of the 
building 


The glass explosion occurred around 


7:15, he said, and the police were called 
at 7:18. Between that time and the time 
the fire department got to the scene, 
which Helms said was shortly after 7:20, 
the fire had already done most of the 
damage 


BUT THE DEPTH of the char above 


the false ceiling indicated the fire had 
been burning there longer than five min- 
utes, Helms said. 


Helms said the cause of the blaze was 


either from a faulty electric outlet or 
electrical appliance. 


The grass outside the building was 


completely burnt 
Firemen said the 


flames must have been quite intense to 
burn the grass, since a sidewalk sepa- 
rates th« grass and the building. 


Officials on the scene all expressed 


amazement and gratitude that no one 
had been hurt by the glass or the flames. 
But no one could offer an explanation 
why peope weren't around when the fire 
broke out. "There's usually a multitude 
of commuters around at that time," 
Helms said. 


ROBERT KOPECKY, manager of the 


flower and card shops, said all the wir- 
ing, heating and air conditioning in his 
two shops had been redone this winter. 
Kopecky, who is managing the stores for 
the estate of Robert Nelson, who recently 


died, said he was able to save a number 
of orders of customers, and would be try- 
ing to contact them to arrange to get 
their merchandise. The fire did not de- 
stroy the orders made for this weekend 
and he suggested customers wanting 
their orders contact him at his home at 
358-6193. 


Tom Rosso, owner of the boutique, said 


all of his stock had been destroyed, ei- 
ther by flames, water or smoke. Russo 
added that he was probably overstocked 
because of the new fall clothes. 


George Lill, owner of the barber shop, 


said about 75 per cent of hi:; shop was 
damaged, and that it would probably be 
about six months before he would be able 
to open it up again.

Water Bill Rate 
May Be Illegal 
For Some Here 


The rates charged on the June through 


August water bills for approximately 
one-third of Mount Prospect's residents 
may be illegal. The question of legality 
comes from the fact that aU three 
months are billed at the new water rate, 
75 cents per thousand gallons. ' 


"I really have no doubt it's illegal," 


Trustee Daniel J. Ahem told the village 
board at Tuesday night's regular meet- 
ing. "You can't bill retroactively at a 
new rate." The bills went out last week. 


Until Aug. 1, water in Mount Prospect 


cost 55 cents per thousand gallons. But 
the village board approved a 20-cent hike 
at a special meeting July 28. The new 
rate went into effect Aug. l. 


Ahern said he was involved in a sim- 


ilar case where the courts ruled a taxing 
body could not charge the new rate for 
prior months. 


The problem developed because the 


village cannot read all the water meters 
at the same time. "It is a physical in- 
ability to read all the meters at the same 
time," Mayor Robert D. Teichert told the 
board. Thus, the water billing in Mount 
Prospect is cyclic, with a third of the 
village's meters being read each month. 


The recent bills for June through Au- 


gust were at 75 cents per thousand be- 
cause "We could not read the meters 
just for the month of August," Village 
Mgr. Robert J.Eppley said. 


THE SAME PROBLEM can come up 


again in October when the July through 
September water bills come out for a 


second third of the village. In this case 
only one month, July will be at a rate - 
higher than the effective rate for that 
month. 


The board hopes to act before then, 


however. Teichert said he feels it is an 
administration problem and the finance 
director, Richard Jesse, should have a 
chance to speak on it first. 


Trustee Richard H. Monroe disagreed. 


He said he felt it was up to the board to 
act as soon as possible. "If we are 
unable to read the meters, it is not the 
buyers' problem. It's the seller's prob- 
lem." 


He suggested the bills be changed so 


that all three months reflect the old rate, 
with the village taking the loss because 
of the village's inability to read the me- 
ters in time. 


AHERN SUGGESTED the bills be av- 


eraged and only a third of the con- 
sumption be charged at the new rate. 
Those who had already paid their bills 
would be credited with the difference. 


The matter was left for the adminis- 


tration to tackle with a resolution by the 
next regular board meeting, Sept. 21. 


The increase in the water rate will be 


used for a program of expansion and im- 
provements in the village's water supply, 
storage and distribution system. That 
program is expected to cost $1.45 million 
and take about five years to complete. 


The program was adopted unanimously 


by the village board. Ahern was the only 
trustee to vote against the 20-cent rate 
hike. 


No Tax Rate Hike, If . 


The Mount Prospect village tax rate 


will probably not go up this year — if 
the village board's finance committee 
has its way. 


Trustee Donald B. Furst told the board 


Tuesday his committee will recommend 
the village appropriate the same amount 
this year as last so the village tax rate 
will not increase. 


Board members will discuss the new 


IPX levy ordinance at a special meeting 
of the finance committee, at 7:30 p.m. 
Monday in the village hall. Passage of 
the ordinance will be the first order of 
business at the special board meeting 
next Tuesday. 


BY STATE STATUTE, tax levy ordi- 


nances must be passed by the second 


Tuesday in September. Next Tuesday is 
the final date for passage. 


Furst said Wednesday that "in view of 


the economy and the President's press to 
keep prices down, the finance committee 
feels there is no way we can operate in 
violation of this." 


Last April, the village board approved 


a budget of $4,012,700 for fiscal year 1971- 
72. "As closely as we, of the finance 
committee, can determine, the amount 
we appropriated this year will be 
enough," Furst said. 


Furst said there is a slight increase in 


the appropriation, mostly due to cost-of- 
living increases, but to a similar manner 
the village's assessed valuation has in- 
creased. 


Charge 2 With 'Pof Possession 


Two 20-year-old Mount Prospect men 


were arrested by Des Plaines police late 
Monday night and charged with posses- 
sion of marijuana. 


Arrested were Gregg J. Barsanti of 


1186 Wheeling Rd., and Robert W. Mont- 
gomery of 58 N. Albert St., both of Mount 
Prospect. 


Des Plaines Patrolman Stanley Stack 


said he originally stopped a car driven 
by Barsanti for an alleged minor traffic 
violation at Graceland Avenue and Rand 
Road. 


Stack said as Barsanli was getting out 


of the car he saw an empty beer can on 


the back seat of the car. The Patrolman 
said Montgomery, when told to stand in 
front of the car, fled south on Graceland 
Avenue, but was apprehended by another 
policeman. 


Stack said a search of the car pro- 


duced a marijuana cigaret and a burned 
piece of a cardboard coat hanger, bent 
into the shape of a pipe. 


In addition to the charge of possession 


of marijuana, Barsanti was charged with 
driving while his license is suspended 
and driving without a headlight. 


Both men are scheduled to appear Oct.

Board Continues Teacher Pact Talks 


The River Trails Disk 26 School Board 


has agreed to continue teachers' salary 
negotiations for another two weeks and 
to informally extend the teachers' 1970-71 
contract for that length of time. 


Last week'the teachers voted to reject 


the school board's latest salary offer on 
two counts. The teachers said the offer 
was too low and they wanted a guarantee 
that negotiations could be reopened after 
the national wage freeze ends. 


More than 100 teachers attended a 


school board meeting Tuesday to ask the 
board to continue the negotiations for an- 
other two weeks to settle the two points. 
Gary Rathgeber, head of the teachers' 
negotiating team, said he hoped a salary 
agreement could be reached within the 
two weeks. 


Rathgeber refused to say how much ei- 


ther side "proposed raising teachers' sala- 
ries. He did say, however, the board's 
offer is "under the 5.5 per cent cost of 
living increase. We have come down 
from $8,600 (the initial teachers' pro- 
posal for a beginning teacher.)" 


The teachers are also calling for a pro- 


vision in the teachers' contract that 
would reopen negotiations after the wage 
freeze ends. Rathgeber said, "If we can't 
have the raises we will lose during the 
freeze, then we want to be able to nego- 
tiate what will be done with that money. 
It is our full intent to abide by all gov- 
ernment regulations and guidelines set 
forth by the Cost of Living Council." 


The teachers are now negotiating 


with the board to settle these points, 


without the coverage of a formal negotia- 
tions agreement. Rathgeber said the pro- 
fessional negotiations agreement (the 
second part of the contract) proposed for 
the 1971-72 school year is acceptable to 
the teachers but will only be approved as 
a total package with the salary agree- 
ment. 
' 


HAROLD HANEY, board president, 


told the teachers Tuesday, "We cannot 
formally extend your contract from last 
year because it expired Aug. 25." The 
board did not know the legal implications 
of negotiating under the provisions of 
last year's contract on an informal basis. 


The teachers came to the meeting 


Tuesday with the impression that the 
1970-71 contract had been extended to 
that night. Rathgeber said a tentative 


agreement had been reached during ne- 
gotiations sessions to extend the con- 
tract. However, according to Asst. Supt 
James Retzlaff, head of the board's 
negotiating team an agreement of this 
type could not be made without the ap- 
proval of the entire board. The board did 
not discuss the issue until the Tuesday 
meeting. 


The teachers then asked the board if it 


recognized the River Trails Education 
Association, the teachers' organization. 
The teachers said they were not sure of 
their official position and wanted "the 
protection and security of a formal con- 
tract." 


According to board member Clarke 


Robinson, "The board still recognizes the 
association as the bargaining agent of 
the teachers." 


High School Teachers OK 8% Salary Raise

Teachers in High School Dist. 214 have 


ratified a salary package which will give 
them an 8 per cent average salary in- 
crease this year once the wage-price 
freeze is lifted. 


Teacher association members voted 


Wednesday 327 to 108 to accept the pack- 
,age. The matter must now go to the 
board of education for approval before it 
can go into effect. 


Starting salary for beginning teachers 


with a bachelor's degree will be $8,300, a 
3.75 per cent increase over last year's 
beginning salary of $8,000. The new be- 
ginning salary is the same given to High 
School Dist. 211 teachers earlier this 
summer. 


Both administrators and teachers 


praised the "high professional tone" of 


negotiations this year. 


RICHARD CHIERICO, education assn. 


president, called the negotiations a good 
example for other districts throughout 
the state to follow: "It was a difficult 
time to be negotiating, but I think the 
interest of all parties prevailed, in- 
cluding the public." 


Chierico said he would have a state- 


ment after the board considers the pack- 
age Monday night. 


Steve Berry, assistant to the superin- 


tendent who has worked on negotiations, 
said he was pleased with the teachers' 
association efforts to stay at the negotiat- 
ing table until a package was acceptable. 


"We were not under any type of threat 


of strike and I was very pleased with the 
way negotiations went," Berry said. 


THE PACKAGE the teachers approved 


includes a 3.75 per cent increase in sti- 
pends for extra-curricular work, an im- 
proved insurance package with optional 
life insurance and comprehensive cov- 
erage for dental care, and a sick leave 
bank. 


With the sick leave bank, teachers will 


receive 14 sick days, one less day than 
last year with the extra day being put 
into a bank. Any teacher who uses up his 
sick leave can draw on the bank for ex- 
tra days.

Jack Walsh said the map was 
being challenged on the grounds that it 
violates the "one-man-one-vote prin- 
ciple," and that it does not respect, to a 
satisfactory degree, the integrity of mu- 
nicipal boundaries. 


"We don't find conformant (in the 


map) with the dictates of the con- 
stitution, and we question the legality of

Conroy is "calling up the reserves" in 
preparation for an onslaught of traffic 
for today's Woodfield grand opening. 


Chief Conroy is depending on the rein- 


forcements of the Illinois Police Re- 
serves, which is sending 25 men to aid in 
controlling the cars expected to bring an 
estimated 75,000 persons to the mall to- 
day. 


Also beefing up the Schaumburg police 


force are several men from the Illinois 
State Police, 15 officers and patrolmen 
from Schaumburg (who would normally 
be off duty) and all Schaumburg's police 
reserves. 


Conroy has requested the extra help to-

McDonald's Sign Request Is Denied 


A request to allow a sign taller than 


allowed by village ordinance for the 
McDonald's Restaurant, 1924 N. Arling- 
ton Heights Rd., was denied for a second 
time Tuesday night. 


Representatives 
of the 
restaurant 


asked the Arlington Heights Village 
Board to approve a request for a 22-foot 
sign, about six feet higher than allowed 
by local ordinance. 


Village Board members unanimously 


refused the request for a variation fol- 
lowing testimony by William Moore, at- 
torney for McDonalds, and David, Patter- • 
son, president of the Arlington Heights 
Board of Local Improvements and a 
member of the village's plan commis- 
sion. 


McDonald's had previously requested 


permission to build an almost 36-foot 
high sign. This request was vetoed by the 
village board in July. 


Moore said if the restaurant were to 


follow the local code to the letter, the 
signs would be "too small for this type of 
operation." He said the restaurant was 
unique because of an almost 100-foot set- 
back from the road. 


Although he had said at Plan Commis- 


sion hearings that no sign variation 


would be requested, Moore said he made 
the comment in the "enthusiasm of the 
moment." He added that after those 
Plan Commission hearings, the commis- 
sion recommended denial of the request 
to build the restaurant. This recommen- 
dation was reversed lated by the village 
board which approved the building of the 
restaurant on the west side of Arlington 
Heights Road between Rand and Pala- 
tine roads. 


After Moore's statements, 
Patterson 


presented pictures of a McDonald's sign 
in Franklin Park which was designed to 
be about 16 feet tall to conform with lo- 
cal ordinances. He also said the plan 
commission had voted in July to send a 
letter to the village board opposing the 
granting of any variation for McDonalds. 


Patterson said he was concerned that 


granting a variation at this location 
would open the door to variation requests 
from other businesses in the area, such 
as Northpoint Shopping Center at Rand 
and Arlington Heights roads. At present, 
signs at the shopping center and other 
businesses in the area conform to the vil- 
lage's codes. 


Trustee Dwight Walton said there was 


no reason for stopping at 22 feet if the 


village board granted the request and the 
restaurant should conform to the code. 


Trustee Frank Palmatier said be 


agreed, "Especially since we haven't 
committed the sins in this area as we 
have elsewhere," in granting height vari- 
ations. 


In other action, the board also denied a 


request to allow a car-wash facility to be 
installed at a Texaco service station on 
the northwest corner of Golf and Arling- 
ton Heights Rd. Board members said the 
car washing operation would compound 
traffic problems in the area. 
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Shrugs Off Proposal For New County 


Cook County President George Dunne 


gave the proposal fur a new county in the 
Northwest suburbs only a shrug of his 
shoulders before • meeting Tuesday 
night of the Palatine Township Demo- 
cratic Organization. 


"What proposals?" he asked when 


questioned about his reaction to the pro- 
Posed Lincoln County. "I thought they 
only had the name." he said. 


The proposal for Lincoln County calls 


for secession of six Northwest suburban 
townships from Cook County and the for- 
mation of a new county. Palatine 
trustees Merwin Soper and Wendell 
Jones, originators of the idea, said the 
new county would be among the five 
largest counties in the state. 


DUNNE ALSO told the Democratic 


workers that voter participation must in- 
crease in the suburbs if the Democratic 


party is to gain more electoral strength. 


"This increased participation must 


come primarily from the young voters," 
he said. "And in asking them to partici- 
pate, I always remind them if they don't, 
government will be what other people 
want it to be." 


Dunne said 79.5 per cent of the regis- 


tered voters in Palatine Township voted 
in the 1970 elections, while an average of 
only 74.5 per cent of the registered voters 
voted in suburban • Cook County town- 
ships. 


"But we can do better," he said. "Ad- 


lai Stevenson drew about 43 per cent of 
the vote here, Michael Bakalis got about 
41 per cent and yours truly got about 40 
per cent, but with increased participation 
we can get more Democratic voters in 
the future. 


"And don't let anyone worry you about 


whether the young voters will vote 
Democratic or Republican. If you extend 
a friendly hand, the new voters will reply 
in kind," he said. 


"THEN IT'S UP to the party lead- 


ership to make sure our relationship with 
the young voters is a lasting one." 


Dunne said he feels the issues on the 


state level will be the same as national 
campaign issues, the state of the econo- 
my. But he also said that, unlike others, 
he did feel the Vietnam War would con- 
tinue to be an issue in the 1972 campaign. 


DUNNE ALSO began to gear 
the 


Democratic organization for what he 
feels will be a tough campaign. "Even if 
the popularity polls say President Nixon 
is not popular, he will run a tough cam- 
paign in 1972," he said. "Nixon has great 
determination, and I think that determi- 
nation will be evident in the kind of cam- 
paign he will run." 


Dunne's speech coincided with a voter 


registration drive to be conducted by the 
Democratic party in the voting precincts. 
The drive, to be run by Richard Chierico, 
places the highest priority on registering 
new voters in the 18-21 age group.

Heroin Victim 
Didn't Want 
Help: Detective

A 25 year old Des Plaines man who 


died of an apparent overdose of heroin 
last week once told a Det Plaines police- 
man there wu nothing anyone could do 
to help him. 


The policeman, a detective who prefers 


to remain anonymous, spoke yesterday 
of Stephen J. Brennan of 625 Howard St., 
who died Friday morning. His death was 
blamed on an overdose of heroin. 


According to the detective, Brennan 


could not be helped because he didn't 
want to be helped. "He didn't want to get 
off it," the policeman explained. 


"You can't help any of them if they 


don't want help," another detective 
added. 


The detectives said Brennan, who 


recently spent 45 days in the House of 
Correction, let it be known while he was 
Imprisoned that the first thing he would 
do when he got out was seek more he- 
roin. 


"HE WAS DRIED out," the policeman 


said, "but all he could think of was get- 
ting back on it. He only got out of there a 
couple of weeks ago and now he's dead." 


Another detective was obviously sad- 


dened by the death of the young carpen- 
ter. 


"I really liked that kid," he said. "In 


spite of his drug problem he was really a 
good kid. We wanted to help him, but he 
wouldn't let us." 


The attitude of another young Des 


Plaines man, also thought to have died 
as a result of an overdose of heroin, was 
quite unlike Brennan's, police said, how- 
ever. 


"Kevin Schneider had a completely 


healthy attitude about getting off drugs," 
one detective said. 


SCHNEIDER, 19. of 2074 Locust St., 


Des Plaines, died Aug. 28. Police said at 


Rule Death Due 
To Heart Failure 


The death of a 19 year old Des Plaines 


man last week, originally thought to 
have been the result of an overdose of 
heroin, was classified yesterday as a re- 
sult of natural causes. 


A spokesman at the Cook County Coro- 


ner's office said Kevin R. Schneider, 19, 
of 2074 Locust St., Des Plaines died from 
congestive heart failure and not an over- 
dose of heroin. 


Schneider was found unconscious on 


the floor of his bedroom Aug. 28 by his 
father, Henry. 


He was pronounced dead at 10:45 a.m., 


at Lutheran General Hospital in Park 
Ridge. 


Police said they found a spoon, hypo- 


dermic needle case and three package* 
of white powder, believed to be heroin, 
under the mattress of the youth's bed. 
Needle marks reportedly were found on 
Schneider's right arm, stomach and toes. 


The spokesman at the county morgue, 


Jerry Shea, raid a pathologist's report 
indicated only a small amount of narcot- 
ics was found in the organs examined, 
according to Des Plaines police. 


the time they thought he died from an 
overdose of heroin. A spoon, hypodermic 
needle case and a package of white pow- 
der reportedly was found under the mat- 
tress of the youth's bed. 


Since that time, however, a patholo- 


gist'* report has indicated Schneider died 
of natural causes. 


"Schneider felt he could get off drugs 


— that he didn't need drugs anymore," 
the detective said. 


"His family was trying to help him. 


They were severing all their ties in this 
area and moving to Phoenix. Kevin said 
when he moved he was going to cut all 
his relationships with drug users and 
start over again in Phoenix without 
drugs," the policeman explained. 


Schneider, who was known to associate 


with Brennan, also was recently released

Instead of leafing through drawer after 


drawer of index cards in search of a par- 
ticular book, students at Maine North 
High School in Des Plaines can now con- 
sult one of two unique computer-made 
books to find what materials are avail- 
able in the school library and how to lo- 
cate them. 


And instead of standing in line at the 


card catalog files, they can gain access 
to the computer-made listings in any 
school departmental office, in several 
classrooms and on various shelves 
throughout the school library. 


And if one of the other Maine Township 


high schools is in need of a particular 
book, the librarians will no longer have 
to call to ask if Maine North has the 
book. They can check their own copies of 
Maine North's computerized card catalog 
for the information. 


"To the best of my knowledge I don't 


believe any other high school has a cata- 
log in book form which attempts to index 
all of a library's materials," said Robert 
Young, head librarian. The biggest ad- 
vantage of the book forms, Young said, 
is "the possibility of providing copies in- 
expensively in a number of locations." 


YOUNG SAID he has been interested 


in data processing since the time he 
worked with automated library equip- 
ment at the University of Missouri. 


Shortly before becoming head librarian 


at Maine North, he consulted with Robert 
Wells, the school's principal, about the 
possibility using the data processing sys- 
tem in the new North library. Young said 
the final decision to approve the idea 
came from Richard Short, superintend- 
ent of Maine Township High School Dist. 
207. Plans for the new system were de- 
veloped by Young with help from other

Ask Rezoning 
For Major 
Development 


The Cook County Zoning Board of Ap- 


peals has been asked to rezone two sites 
on the eastern edge of Des Plaines to 
allow construction of multi-million-dollar 
condominium and commercial devel- 
opments. 


At a meeting yesterday in Des Plaines, 


the zoning board heard requests for re- 
zoning to allow construction of an $18 
million development across from Maine 
East High School, Dempster Street and 
Potter Road and an approximately $3 
million development at the Northwest 
corner of Ballard Road and Delphia Ave- 
nue.Several homeowner groups presented 
petitions against rezoning of the BaDard- 
Delphia site. Spokesmen were critical of 
increasing the number of apartment 
buildings in the East Maine area, and 
stated the proposed development would 
increase traffic congestion and over- 
burden recreational facilities. 


Spokesmen for the owners said the Bal- 


lard-Delphia site could not be developed 
economically for single-family homes, 
because the cost of construction, road 
and sewer work would force them to sell 
above the current market price for 
; 


homes in the area. 


THE ZONING BOARD is required to 


wait 21 days before reaching a decision 
on its recommendation to the Cook Coun- 
ty Board of Commissioners, which has 
final decision on rezoning. Neighboring 
municipalities are allowed to file state- 
ments on the proposed rezoning during 
this three week period, according to zon- 
ing board secretary Paul Marcy. 


According to statements submitted to 


the zoning board, the 19.4 acre Demps- 
ter-Potter site, would have 17 buildings 
including 504 one-and two-bedroom, con- 
dominium and 80 rental apartments, plus 
a recreation building. It would also in- 
clude an office building, and retail stores 
facing onto Dempster. 


The development ww'd have 216 one- 


bedroom units, and 288 two-bedroom 
units and 784 parking spaces, a spokes- 
man said. 


The development would include 100,000 


sq. ft, of office and retail store space, 
according to William Tedtman, presi- 
dent of Berne Builders, site developer. 


The Ballard-Delphia site would have 14 


three-story buildings with 168 con- 
dominium apartment units and some 
commercial development on the 6.5 acre 
site, according to a spokesman for site 
owner Glen Wood.

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Drug Education Has Link 


Adults will have to stop abusing drugs" 


thenwerves if any drug education pro- 
gram is to work successfully for their 
children, according to Robert Wilford of 
the post graduate training center at For- 
est Hospital in Des Plaines. 


Wilford spoke last week to Dial. 31 


teachers as part of an orientation pro- 
gram to the new drug abuse curriculum 
for all Dist. 21 students this year. 


Wilford said in order to influence chil- 


dren successfully not to abuse drugs, the 
old adage, "Don't do as I do, do as I 
say," will have to be abandoned. 


The mother who takes a tranquilizer to 


calm her nerves or the father who uses a 
cocktail to relax him is a powerful in- 
fluence on a young child, Wilford said. 


"It is giving children the idea to use 


chemistry to deal with life," he told the 
audience.

from the House of Correction. 


A L T H O U G H THE policemen said 


Schneider had a "healthy attitude," they 
expressed some doubt about anyone's 
ability to kick the heroin habit per- 
manently. 


"In the 18 years I've been a policeman, 


I've yet to see anyone get off heroin per- 
manently," one detective said. 


Another detective agreed. "I don't 


know of anyone who has ever gotten off 
it permanently," he said. "We believe 
it's possible, but just don't know of any- 
one who has ever done it. Some of the 
Chicago police say no one has ever done 
it." 


The detective said the heroin problem 


in Des Plaines, "is like the old iceberg. 
The only part you know about is the 
small part that sticks up. It's hard to 
estimate the size of it below the sur- 
face." 


Mayor Herbert Behrel said he met 


with Police Chief Arthur Hintz Tuesday 
morning to discuss the recent deaths and 
the drug problem in Des Plaines. 


BEHKEL SAID Hintz does not feel at 


this time that more money, programs or 
i n c r e a s e d cooperation between Des 
Plaines and other police departments is 
necessary in the fight against drugs. 


Apparently the youths were long time 


users, Hintz reportedly told the mayor. 
He said the police and the families were 
"well aware" they were addicts, but 
added, "It's not that easy," to make ar- 
rests. 


One of the chief's detectives agreed. 


"We know these kids are using drugs, 
but ..it's difficult to prove in a court of 
law. We have trouble getting witnesses. 
We have few informants. They're too 
frightened to tell us anything. Would you 
allow your child to make a heroin buy 
for the police and testify in court?" he 
asked. 


He said it is also difficult to infiltrate 


the drug subculture in an effort to in- 
crease arrests. 


"They only sell to people they know. 


None of the police can do it — they rec- 
ognize aU of us. They may be breaking 
the law, but they're not stupid," he said. 


He said the parents of drug users are 


not much help either. 


"THE PARENTS either act as if the 


problem will go away if they ignore it, or 
try to solve it themselves. It will never 
go away and they are often not equipped 
to handle it themselves. They think 
they're protecting their kids, but they're 
not helping them in this case." 


The detective said he can understand 


the feelings of the parents, however. 
"They're dealing with their most pre- 
cious possessions," he said. "It's not 
easy to turn them in to the police, but 
it's the best thing they can do." 


Des Plaines police investigated 24 drug 


cases in August. Eighteen of those re- 
sulted in arrests. 


Eight of the arrests followed some kind 


of drug overdose. 


One of the overdoses resulted hi the 


death of Stephen J. Brennan. 


"Better living through chemistry," rein- 
force this idea, he stated. 


"If you're going to change someone 


else's behavior, you will have to look at 
yourself first," Wilford said. 


"CHILDREN HAVE to know that it's 


OK to emulate adult behavior. 


"Drugs are here to stay," the educator 


said. "Marijuana will someday be legal- 
ized. There are all indications that it is 
well on its way. And then we will prob- 
ably stop worrying about it. Alcoholism 
is our biggest drug problem and no one 
worries about it, because alcohol is legal. 


"Now 
we're on a crusade to save the 


children, because we don't want them to 
become dope addicts. Some will tell them 
how bad drugs are. 


"The truth is," said Wilford, "that a 


drug experience 90 per cent of the time 
is a good experience. 'Freaking out' is 
pretty much a myth. The idea that drugs 
are a bad, terrible thing is, from the 
standpoint of the user, most of the time 
not true. 


"And 
so, fear has not worked. It hasn't 


deterred one bit the increased use of 
drugs among young people and adults," 
he said. Wilford said that drug abuse 
cannot be stopped simply by giving out 
information on the effects of drugs. 


"You 
can kid yourself by thinking you 


can teach drug education by showing a 
filmstrip or giving out information. But if 
you want to take it seriously, you must 
realize that drug education involves feel- 
ings. 


"THE DECISION to take drugs is an 


emotional decision. It isn't an intellectual 
one. 
If it were an intellectual decision, 


we wouldn't have one person in the 
United States using alcohol, for alcohol 
destroys the system. 


"Happy, loving, secure children don't 


use drugs," Wilford said. "The child who

Computer Invades Library 
At Maine North High

use the computer and get an output 
which was reproduceable. We had the . 
pages duplicated and gathered them into 
books and glued them ourselves and now 
we have multiple copies. We don't have 
to ask the question, where do we keep 
the index catalog?" Young said. 


Another big advantage to the system, 


he said, is that a set of both books can be 
distributed in classrooms to assist teach- 
ers in preparing their students for li- 
brary work. 


WITH COPIES of the index books in 


each departmental office, teachers can 
quickly and easily check on the library's 
materials without going into the library, 
Young said. 


"This will greatly facilitate inter-li- 


brary loans, too," Young said. 


Supplements to the original title and 


subject matter volumes will be made on 
a three-month basis. Each supplement 
will be merged with the preceding sup- 
plement, Young said, so the reader will 
only have to consult two sources to find 
needed information. Later all of the sup- 
plements will be merged with the basic 
volumes. 


Since the first 5,000 entries were com- 


piled, more than 2,000 new entries have 
been added to the library. Young said 
the Maine North library now has 7,200 
books, Including volumes and duplicate 
copies. 


For the student or faculty member 


looking for a particular book out of the 
7,200 or for certain audio-visual mate- 
rials, the process for obtaining informa- 
tion is a simple one. 


The reader simply consults either the 


title or the subject book and flips through 
the pages until he finds what he is look- 
ing for. 


IN ADDITION to the title, he will find 


the author, the date of publication, the 
number of pages (or other information if 
he is seeking audio-visual materials), 
and the call number, which will lead him 
to the book. In the subject book, he will 
find the same information about all of 
the books or materials which deal with 
his particular subject. 


The library still maintains a card cata- 


log listing by author, known as a "main 
entry" catalog. "We settled on just the 
title and subject for the new catalogs," 
Young said. Some of the information list- 
ed on the main entry cards, he said, was 
too complicated to file for the computer. 


In addition to the title and subject 


books, the new computer system pro- 
vides for a printout of fiction materials 
by author, which Young said is primarily 
used by the English department. 


On the administrative side of the oper- 


ation, library assistants record each 
book that comes into the library, type a 
card for it, assign it an access number 
and keypunch a computer card for it, 
When the tune comes to produce a sup- 
plement, the punched cards will provide 
the new program for the computer. 


"I think it's a worthwhile and sound 


device for one school,'' Young said. "A 
brand new library, such as ours, is in the 
best position. We were starting 
from 


s c r a t c h , whereas the other school 
libraries in the area already have com- 
plete card catalog systems. This was a 
new move on our part."

C&NW Employes May Find 
New Way To Run Railroad 


Everyone from the stationmaster to 


the president of the Chicago and North 
Western Railroad (C&NW) will be able 
to buy stock in the railway if the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission (ICC) gives 
its approval 


The plan by an employe group to pur- 


chase the railroad and sell shares to em- 
ployes moved a step closer to reality last 


week with a favorable nod from one ICC 
examiner. 


Larry S Provo, heading the Northwest 


Employes Transportation Corp. (NET- 
CO) which is seeking permission to buy 
railroad assets from the parent firm 
(Northwest Industries, Inc) said he 
viewed the recommendation of ICC ex- 
aminer Edward J Reidy as clearing 


'Unique In Rail History' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An Interstate 


Commerce Commission (ICC) hearing 
examiner has recommended that the 
14.000 employes of the Chicago and North 
Western Ry. be allowed to buy the 11,500- 
mile line — a move called "unique in 
railroad history." 


If the decision is approved by the ICC 


as a whole, it could lead to one of the 
nation's largest employe-owned com- 
panies and possibly create a new pattern 
in the troubled railroad industry. 


It also would solve a headache for 


Northwest 
Industries Inc, the con- 


glomerate company which is the North 
Western's parent firm 


Hearing examiner Edward J. Reidy 


recommended that the North Western 
Employes Transportation Co. (NETCO) 
be allowed to purchase the railroad even 
though the move may be "latent with un- 
foreseen imperfections." 


Reidy said that even if he were to turn 


down the application, it would mean "the 
railroad's financial difficulties would not 
disappear, but that an opportunity to find 
a realistic, although novel, solution to 
Chicago and North Western's economic 
bondage would " 


HE SAID FINANCING would be the 


key problem facing NETCO and that his 
recommendation was contingent on NET- 
CO obtaining financial assistance from 
Northwest Industries. 


The conglomerate would have to guar- 


antee payment by the railroad or NET- 
CO of any obligations owed by C&NW. 
Reidy's recommendation said. If a loan 
became necessary during the next 10 
years. Northwest Industries would have 
to make available up to $25 million, he 
said 


When the proposal was first broached a 


year ago, NETCO proposed to assume 
$401 million of the railroad's publicly 
owed debt and pay Northwest an addi- 


tional $19 million over a period of 20 
years. 


Stock would be sold to the employes on 


a scale related to their salaries — work- 
ers earning up to $10,000 a year would be 
allowed to purchase up to but no more 
than $5,000 worth of stock; those earning 
more than $30,000 could buy up to 
$100,000. 


ONE OF THE arguing points for the 


plan was that employe ownership would 
bring to the railroad a new enthusiasm 
and desire for improvement and in- 
novation among those on its payroll. The 
ICC itself has called the plan "unique in 
railroad history." 


Such a sale also would ease Northwest 


Industries of an undesired burden. Al- 
though the North Western has acquired a 
national reputation for its profit making 
Chicago suburban commuter operation, 
the 11-state rail system as a whole has 
been reported to be a struggling oper- 
ation whose annual net loss was placed 
in 1970 at $15 million 


"the most significant hurdle toward the 
consummation of the purchase," Provo 
is also president of C&NW. 


"We are happy the examiner recog- 


nized the potential benefits of employe 
ownership and saw it as a possible solu- 
tion to a number of problems in the rail- 
road industry," Provo said. He said he 
did not know how soon a final decision 
from the full ICC could be obtained. 


If NETCO gains approval of its plan to 


purchase the railroad, the group plans to 
ask for ICC permission for the sale of 
stock to some 14,000 employes of the rail- 
road. Maximum stock purchase would be 
limited by the employe's annual salary 
and no employe could buy more than 
$100,000 worth of stock. 


A spokesman for the railroad said em- 


ployes have not been told all the details 
of the proposed stock offering pending 
the ICC decision. 


The directors of NETCO, in addition to 


Provo, are Richard Freeman and Robert 
Brooker. Freeman is the vice president- 
in legal affairs for the railroad. Brooker,* 
is a former chairman of Marcor and has 
had experience in employe stock own- 
ership plans at both Sears, Roebuck and 
Co. and Montgomery Ward.

Poverty fund payments were halted 


and the special committee was appointed 
after the Herald revealed in August that 
the teenagers were receiving poverty 
funds at a rate of $37 a week for several 


weeks, as part of their salary from city 
summer jobs.

Sen. Harris h Pushing For New 'Populism?

The string quartet sat in a tight circle 


under the red-and-white striped tent. Be- 
hind them were the bottles of rose wine 
on the tables; behind the tables was 
Lake Michigan, stretching out beyond 
the end of the lawn 


After the quartet stopped playing, 


presidential hopeful Sen. Fred Harris 
from Oklahoma, reminded the 500 per- 
sons present in Winnetka they would 
have to give up something if American 
wealth were ever fairly redistributed. 


When Lynn Williams, New Trier Town- 


ship Democratic committeeman, throws 
a picnic at his spacious home, one must 
expect some incongruities. 


The fact that Williams is a highly suc- 


cessful Democratic leader on the North 
Shore seems to clash with the wealth of 
the area. His township "earned" for Ad- 
lai Stevenson III last fall, and he 
frequently expresses public contempt for 
Mayor Richard Daley's Democratic ma- 
chine — a contempt which few Demo- 
crats dare express. 


His "power" — a term he would dis- 


like — was expressed through the guests 
present. They included Paul Simon, Ad- 
lai Stevenson, Thomas Koran, George 
Dunn, Dan Walker's son, Newton Minow, 
William Singer and Sidney Yates - a list 
Impressive even In a pre-election year. 


Senator Harris got attention quickly af- 


ter the luncheon, when he told a crowd of 
about 500 persons, "It's wonderful to be 
here in these populist surroundings " 


His style differed from the deferential 


politeness of the North Shore residents 
present. He kept his sleeves rolled up 
and spoke as loudly and vigorously as he 
would at a rally in the hills of northern 
Oklahoma. 


He talked of old people having to give 


up breakfast and lunch in order to pay 
for medicine and persons living on an 
"indecent level of income " 


"It doesn't have to be that way," he 


said repeatedly, his voice rising and 
cracking slightly 


He said the lower 20 per cent of the 


population of the United States has only 5 
per cent of the wealth. "We're going to 


have to give up power and income," to 
change that, he told his audience. 


"Let's return to idealism in Vietnam 


and everywhere else in the world," he 
said. "Power must be divided and re- 
distributed; it means community control 
of the police and dropping the seniority 
system," he said. 


Harris' populism is not the "old kind, 


built on racism," he said. Rather, it 
should be a coalition of the young, the 
poor, the black and other persons which 
need to band together to change the 
country, he said. 


Before Harris talked about populism, 


Stevenson said a "coalition of con- 
science," based on hard work and "talk- 
ing sense," was needed to elect a Demo- 
cratic president. 


President Richard Nixon? "He can't 


govern effectively because he can't be 
believed. Nixon pressed backward; he's 
never consistent, because he never acts 
from a strong moral conscience." 


After 'the speeches 
and the in- 


troductions of the politicians and elected 
officials, Williams stood up and declared, 
"The weather has been commanded by 
my wife to straighten itself out." The sky 
had been clear since 11 a.m., shortly be- 
fore the lunch and picnic began. 


The crowd of 500 persons was below 


the predicted 5,000, but New Trier Demo- 
cratic officials said they weren't dis- 
appointed. 


Three years ago, Williams had drawn 


5,000 persons to a McCarthy-for-Presi- 
dent rally in Winnetka. On Saturday, the 
persons who listened to the violin music, 
paid $1 per can of beer and gazed out 
onto the lake did not seem to mind the 
small crowd. 


Whether Sen. Harns drew voting 


strength or financial support from the 
crowd is a question which he is probably 
more concerned with than Lynn Wil- 
liams' patio view of the sailboats on 
Lake Michigan or the crowd size.

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Deny College Paid Fee For Lahti

Harper College officials disclaim the 


college has paid Pres. Robert Lahti's 
contribution to the State University Re- 
tirement System rsURS). which by law 
must be paid by the employe. 


Referring to statements made last 


week by Edward Cabala. SURS execu- 
tive director. Harper College officials 
My Cabala spoke before he checked 
records which show Lahti, like every oth- 
er college faculty member, paid the 
mandatory eieght per cent retirement de- 
duction from his own salary. 


Confusion over whether Lahti or the 


college would pay the retirement deduc- 
tion has apparently come from a misun- 
derstanding 
and misinterpretation of 


minutes from the 1970 board of trustees 
meeting where Lahti's salary contract 
was set. 


"The contract and minutes of the 


meeting indicated the (college) district 
was paying his (Lahti's) retirement con- 
tribution," Cabala said yesterday. 


ACCORDING TO Cabala, the intent of 


the faculty retirement plan is for the 
State of Illinois and the faculty employe 
to support the SURS: "If the college 
wants to pay the employe eight per cent 
more, that's their business. We are only 
questioning whether the college is actual- 
ly paying the eight per cent." 


Cabala said he had been told of the 


possible violation of intent of the retire- 
ment system by a reporter last week and 
that he will submit copies of newspaper 
articles on the issue to the SURS board 
when it meets in November. 


Harper officials in the president's of- 


fice and the business department attrib- 
ute the misunderstanding to two mis- 
takes. 


According to Lahti, he suggested the 


board investigate the possibility of pay- 
ing the eight per cent SURS for him 
when he discussed his 1970-71 contract 
with the board: "It would have been mu- 
tually beneficial to me and the taxpayers 
if we had been able to work it out." 


BY HAVING THE college pay the 


eight per cent. Lahti would have had a 
tax shelter which would increase his net 
income. The college would have benefit- 
ed from not having to give him as large 
a salary increase, and the taxpayers, 
who must pay both his salary and the 
state's share of the SURS, would not 
have had a higher salary or larger state 
SURS contribution to support, Lahti ex- 
plained. 


In August 1970. the board set Lahti's 


salary at $34.000 and an annuity plan 
plus the SURS payments. Both legal ad- 
visors and accountants said the board 
could not pay the SURS for Lahti, so 


Several Area 
Districts Join 
Class Suit

Several area districts are joining a 


countywide class action suit against the 
Cook County Assessor's Office for the de- 
lay in issuance of tax bills this spring. 


Prospect Heights Elementary Dist 23 


is one of three respondents in the suit 
who will be supported by many suburban 
Cook County school districts. Schaum- 
burg Elementary Dist. 54 . Elk Grove 
Elementary Dist. 59 and High School 
Dists. 211 and 214 are local districts 
which have agreed to help finance the 
class action suit. 


Wheeling Elementary Dist. 211 has de- 


cided not to join the suit. 


School district officials hope to seek 


court help in compelling the county asses- 
sor's office to issue real estate property 
tax bills by May 1 of each year, as stipu- 
lated by law. Tax bills this year were 
delayed into the summer months, pre- 
venting school districts from either in- 
vesting early taxes or using them to 
complete the 1971-72 fiscal year. 


The suit will also ask the court to abol- 


ish the one and one half per cent collec- 
tion fee charged by the assessor's office 
and return the money to the districts. 


A one per cent retention for objections 


filed against tax bills is also being chal- 
lenged. Through the joint suit, school dis- 
tricts hope to have one per cent or the 
amount of the objection, whichever is 
less, held rather than an across-the-board 
1 per cent. 


Finally, districts' which had to borrow 


money because of the lateness of the tax 
bills will ask for damages in the amount 
of the interest which is due on the tax 
anticipation warrants. 


School districts are being assessed ac- 


cording to their assessed valuation for 
legal fees. Any fees not used will be re- 
turned on a pro-rated basis. 


The class action suit is being organized 


and sponsored by the Illinois Association 
of School Boards.

his contract was raised to equal the 
amount which would have been paid the 
SURS. 


"There's nothing devious in the way 


my salary has been handled. I'm on the 
same system in the same computer with 
the rest of Harper's employes. Our only 
mistake was in the wording of the con- 
tract and not going back and changing 
the minutes," Lahti said. 


This year, the Harper Board did not 


give Lahti a percentage increase in sala- 
ry to cover the SURS eight per cent pay- 
ment. He was given a $6,000 salary in- 
crease over last year, making his total 
salary, including a tax sheltered annuity, 
$44,508. His 1970-71 salary was the $34,000

Search Warrent Not Always Needed 


As a rule, peace officers need warrants 


to search for evidence of a crime — 
but not always. 


The Illinois State Bar Association notes 


that the state legislature has formulated 
rules governing searches and seizures by 
police officers with or without a search 
warrant. 


For instance, when an officer makes 


an arrest he has the right to make a 
reasonable search of the person he is ar- 
resting and the immediate area. This 
may be done to protect the officer from 
attack, to keep the prisoner from escap- 
ing or to find evidence of the crime. 


He also can search a person he is only 


stopping for temporary questioning if he 
has reason to believe he or someone else 
might be in danger. In that case he can 
look for any weapons, and if he finds a 
weapon he can hold it until he has com- 
pleted his questioning. Then, he must ei- 
ther arrest the individual or return the 
weapon. 


The courts have the right to issue 


search warrants when they are pre- 
sented with sworn statements showing 


sufficient cause for the search. The state- 
ments must also include a description of 
the person and place to be searched so 
that the rights of the individuals con- 
cerned may be protected.
